Now comes Westinghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Company, Pennsylvania corporation, appellant in the above 
entitled proceeding, and says that it is aggrieved by the 
decision of the Federal Radio Commission ; rendered on 
October 21, 1929, effective October 31, 1929, oji appellant’s 

1—5104,5105a ! 
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application for renewal of its then existing broadcasting 
station license for Station KYW-KFKX, located in Chi¬ 
cago, Illinois, which expired on October 31, 1929; that in 
and by said decision the Commission refused to renew the 
appellant’s th^n existing broadcasting station license, in 
accordance with appellant’s application for renewal thereof, 
and in lieu thereof issued to appellant a license (pialifying 
and restricting the license therein' granted bv the in- 

2 sertom of the following provision therein, wliich was 
not included in the license sought to 1)e renewed: 

“This license is issued with the specific understanding 
that the cleared channel or frequency of 1020 kilocycles 
has been allocated for use by stations in the Second Zone 
created by Section 2 of the Radio Act of 1927, and this 
license is issued only for a temporary period of 90 days and 
will not be renewed provided application therefor is made 
for the use thereof by a pro])er applicant or ax)plicants 
within said Second Zone above referred to.” 

That said decision was rendered without hearing, without 
giving notice to appellant, and without giving appellant any 
opportunity to be heard; that appellant hereby gives notice 
of its appeal from said decision.

3 Reasons for Appeal. 

Preliminary Statement. 

This appeal arises from the following action of the Fed¬ 
eral Radio Commission, effective October 31, 1929. 

The decision of the Commission w'as rendered on appel¬ 
lant’s application for renewal of its then existing broad- 
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casting station license. The license soug^ to be renewed 
originally covered the period from April 30 to July 31, 
1929, and authorized appellant’s Station KYW-KFKX to 
operate full time on a cleared channel or frequency of 1,020; 
k. c. with 10,000 Watts (5,000 of which whs on an experi¬ 
mental basis). By action of the Commislsion this license 
was extended so that it expired on October 31, 1929. Ap¬ 
pellant duly filed an application for renewajl of said license. 
Instead of granting said application, hoy^ever, the Com¬ 
mission issued to applicant a license which was the same 
as the previous license with respect to frequency, power 
and hours of operation, but differed from the previous 
license in that it incorporated the following condition not 
contained in the previous license, to wit: j

‘‘This license is issued with the specific! understanding 
that the cleared channel or frequency of 1020 kilocycles has 
been allocated for use by stations in the Second Zone 
created by Section 2 of the Radio Act of lf)27, and this li¬ 
cense is issued only for a temporary period iof 90 days and 
will not be renewed provided application therefor is made 


for the use thereof by a proper applicant! 
within said Second Zone above referred to.”

The above described decision with re;ference to ap- 
4 pellant’s application was rendered without notice to 
the appellant and without hearing or opportunity to 
be heard, contrary to Section 11 of the Radio Act of 1927. 
as amended. i 

Appellant’s broadcasting station has been!in continuous 
licensed operation since November 10, 1921, first under au¬ 
thorizations and licenses from the Secretary bf Commerce, 
and, after the enactment of the Radio Act of 1927, from the 
Federal Radio Commission. Appellant’s broadcasting sta¬ 
tion was by a considerable period the first stajtion to be es¬ 
tablished in the City of Chicago, or in the Stajte of Illinois, 
or in the Fourth Zone as defined by Section 2iof the Radio 
Act of 1927; it is the fourth or fifth oldest broadcasting sta¬ 
tion in the United States. Throughout the entire period 
since its establishment the station has continuously been 
o>\Tied and operated by appellant; under appellant’s man¬ 
agement the station has had a consistently high record of 
public service, has been at all times and now is popular with 
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the listening public and has been at all times and now is 
abreast or ahead of enrrent standards of high engineering 
practice, due to appellant’s position as a pioneer and leader 
in research and development in the field of radio communi¬ 
cation. 

Appellant’s station in reality represents a consolidation 
of KYW with two other broadcasting stations, one known 
as KFKX, and the other known as WEBII, both of which 
were high class stations of long standing, which were au¬ 
thorized to operate on other frequencies, the other fre¬ 
quencies having been given up as the result of the consoli¬ 
dation. 

5 Until October, 1923, aiopellant’s station was li¬ 

censed to operate on one of the limited number of 
frequencies theiii assigned for use by broadcasting stations 
by the Secretary of Commerce; thereafter, until June 15, 

1927, appellant’s station was authorized to operate on the 
frequency of 560 k. c., which frequency was at all times 
maintained as a cleared channel, with slight and unim¬ 
portant exceptions during the i)eriod known as “the break¬ 
down of the law.” From June 15, 1927 continuously until 
November 11, 1928 appellant was authorized to operate on. 
the frequency of 570 k. c., which frequency was maintained 
at all times bv the Federal Radio Commission as a cleared 

•' i 

channel. 

Under the Commission’s General Order No. 40 of August 
30,1928 the said frequency of 570 k. c. ceased to be a cleared 
channel and was designated for simultaneous operation by 
a large number ,of stations, with a power restriction of 
1,000 Watts. Under the tentative allocation adopted by 
the Federal Radio Commission on September 8, 1928, ef¬ 
fective November 11,1928, appellant’s station was assigned 
to the frequency of 1,000 k. c., which frequency was desig¬ 
nated as a cleared channel allocated to the Fourth Zone 
under General Order No. 40. Thereafter, on October 12, 

1928, the Commission adopted a revised allocation, ef¬ 
fective November 11, 1928, and directed that renewal li¬ 
censes be issued to each of the stations listed in said revised 
allocation for the ^frequency, power and hours of operation 
indicated therein. In said revised allocation appellant’s 
station was listed, and the Commission thereby directed that 
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a renewal license issue to appellant’s station for full time 
operation on a cleared channel of 102Q k. c. 

6 Said frequency of 1,020 k. c. had been originally 
allocated by General Order No. 40 to tbe Second Zone. 

By and as a part of said revised allocation, it was assigned 
to the Fourth Zone, and there was assigned! to the Second 
Zone the use of half time on the frequency pf 1,160 k. c., a 
cleared channel which had been originally assigned to the 
Fourth Zone by General Order No. 40, andj also full time 
on the frequency of 920 k. c., a regional phannel which, 
under the allocation of September 8, 1928,1 had been as¬ 
signed to the Fourth Zone. | 

Pursuant to the Commission’s action of October 12,1928, 
the Commission thereafter, on October 1928, issued 
to appellant a license covering the period fr'pm November 
11, 1928 to January 31, 1929 for full time operation on a 
cleared channel of 1,020 k. c., without qualification or re¬ 
striction. This last mentioned license was thereafter re¬ 
newed or extended from time to time, likewise without 
qualification or restriction, until the action of the Commis¬ 
sion hereinabove complained of, when, in connection with 
the license covering the period beginning with October 31, 
1929, the Commission inserted the above quoted provision. 

Furthermore, appellant, desiring to increase ithe area over 
which it might extend its service to the listening public, 
did on June 3, 1929 file with the Federal Eadio Commis¬ 
sion (through the Department of Commerce) ah application 
for a construction permit covering the constiruction of a 
radio broadcasting station of 50,000 Watts po'^er on a new 
location adjacent to Chicago, to replace the present station 
and to operate under the same call letter KpTW-KFKX. 
The Commission thereafter, on June 11,1929, granted 

7 this application and issued to appellant! a construc¬ 
tion permit authorizing it to construct a tadio broad¬ 
casting station of 50,000 Watts power on a new location 
adjacent to Chicago, to be operated on completion with a 
power of 10,000 Watts, any increase to depenfi on further 
application by appellant, and otherwise in accojrdance with 
the terms of said application. The permit tfius granted 
specified 1,020 k. c. ag- the frequency at which appellant 

vras to be authorized to operate said station I when com- 

1 
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pleted, without any qualification or condition other than 
those usually incorporated in construction permits, and 
without any sucli provision as that above quoted and herein 
complained of. 'On July 16, 1929, the permit thus granted 
vras slightly modified with respect to location, but no con¬ 
dition or restriction w^as expressed or implied in the modi¬ 
fication. On September 26, 1929, on the application of ap¬ 
pellant, tlie date of required completion of the proposed 
station Avas extended to December 21, 1929, again without 
any condition or restriction such as contained in the pro¬ 
vision herein complained of. By virtue of the Commission’s 
decision, granting said construction permit, and its reaf¬ 
firmance tliereofi by its action of modification and extension, 
the Commission did again determine that public interest, 
convenience or necessity required that appellant be au¬ 
thorized to operate full time on the frequency of 1,020 k. c. 
and under Section 21 of the Radio Act of 1927 wdll be ob¬ 
ligated to issue! to appellant a license or modification of 
license pursuant to the terms and conditions of said con¬ 
struction permit. The station covered by the construction 
permit is nearing completion, and when completed 
8 wdll represent a value, according to existing market 
price, of approximately $300,000. Said station, to¬ 
gether with its auxiliary equipment, is such that for eco¬ 
nomical use and use in such a manner as to give the listening 
public the full benefit of the service of which the station is 
capable, full time operation on a desirable cleared channel 
is necessary. 

By reason ot* the foregoing, the said provision Avas not 
only inserted without notice or hearing or the giving to ap¬ 
pellant of an opportunity to be heard, but the statement 
therein that the “frequency of 1,020 kilocycles has been al¬ 
located for use bv stations in the Second Zone created for 
stations by Section 2 of the Radio Act of 1927” is contrary 
to the fact, in that l)y said action taken by the Commission 
on October 12, 1928, the said frequency was allocated to 
the Fourth Zone as a cleared channel, and that General 
Order No. 40 was modified thereby, and that the Commis¬ 
sion has so interpreted and construed the etfect of said ac¬ 
tion by granting and renewing licenses to the appellant for 
the use of said frequency without such restriction or qualifi- 
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cation, by granting and renewing, without | restriction or 
qualification, licenses to applicants from thb Second Zone 
for the use of frequencies previously allocated by General 
Order No. 40 to the Fourth Zone, and by gjranting to the 
applicant the aforesaid radio broadcasting station construc¬ 
tion permit. I 

Appellant is informed and believes that theire are at pres¬ 
ent pending before the Commission applications from one 
or more licensees of broadcasting stations in the Second 
Zone, asking that their licenses be so modified, or that fu¬ 
ture licenses be so conditioned, as to authorize one or 
9 more of them to operate on the frequency of 1,020 k. c. 

The granting of any one of these applications by the 
Commission, with or without notice and opportunity of 
hearing to appellant, would, if the above quoted provision 
be allowed to stand, deprive appellant in advance of any 
right to operate on said frequency after the expiration of 
the period of the license now in force. j 

The retention in appellant’s license of the provision above 
quoted and complained of would deprive appjellant in ad¬ 
vance of any right to apply, at the expiration thereof, for 
a renewal of a license of the character previously granted 
to the appellant, not subject to the restrictioUs and quali¬ 
fications contained in said condition. 1

Enumeration of Reasons for Appeal. 

1 

1. The decision of the Federal Radio Commission herein 
complained of constituted a refusal of appellant’s applica¬ 
tion for renewal of appellant’s then existing licefise expiring 
October 31, 1929. The Commission neither fixed nor gave 
notice to appellant of any time and/or place for hearing 
thereon, and the Commission at no time afforded appellant 
an opportunity to be heard with respect to said application. 

2. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was contrary to public interest, convenience and necessity. 
Public interest, convenience and necessity required that ap¬ 
pellant ’s then existing license expiring October 31,1929, be 
renewed without qualification or restriction otlier than as 
contained in its previously existing license. 

3. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was contrary to its own prior decisions as to what was re- 
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quired by public interest, convenience and/or necessity with 
respect to appellant’s station, in that beginning with 

10 October 12, 1928 and up to the date of the decision 
complained of, the Commission had ruled that public 

interest, convenience and necessity would be served by au¬ 
thorizing appellant to operate full time on a cleared channel 
of 1020 k. c. without restriction or qualification and with¬ 
out any such restriction and qualification as is above com¬ 
plained of. 

4. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that the statement therein contained, that 
the cleared channel or frequency of 1020 kilocycles had been 
allocated for use by stations in the Second Zone, was made 
without any evidence and is contrary to the fact. 

5. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that by the insertion of the provision com¬ 
plained of the Commission purported to determine issues 
not raised by the application on which the decision was 
rendered, and to insert conditions which it had no power or 
authority to insert. 

6. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that it deprives appellant in advance of 
any right to apply, at the expiration of the license granted 
thereby, for a reneival of a license not subject to the re¬ 
strictions and qualifications contained in said condition. 

7. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that it purports to deprive the appellant 
in advance of any right to operate at the frequency of 1020 
kilocycles after the expiration of the period of the license 
now in force. 

8. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 

was erroneous in that itTs based upon an erroneous 

11 interpretation of the Radio Act of 1927 in respect of 
the rule of evidence and burden of proof governing 

the determination of public interest, convenience and neces¬ 
sity. 

9. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous and void because it deprives the appellant 
of its property without due process of law and takes private 
property for public use without just compensation, in con- 
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travention of the Fifth Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States. I 

10. The said decision of the Federal Tra^e Commission 

was based on an erroneous interpretation of Section 9 of 
the Radio Act of 1927 as amended by Section |5 of the Act of 
March 28, 1928. ^ | 

11. If it be held that the Commission did; not err in its 
interpretation of Section 9 of the Radio Aiet of 1927, as 
amended, then the amendment as contained iiu Section 5 of 
the Amendatory Act of March 28, 1928 is unconstitutional 
and void, in that it is not authorized by the commerce clause 
or any other provision of the Constitution bf the United 
States, and that it is in violation of the requirement of the 
Fifth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
that no person l)e deprived of life, liberty or property with¬ 
out due process of law, and that private property shall not 
be taken for public use without just coinpensatiion. 

12. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was based on an erroneous interpretation of the law as to 
what constitutes public interest, convenience and necessity. 

13. The said decision of the Federal Radio} Commission 
was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious Jn that even 

if it be held that the Commission’s action of Novem- 
12 her 12, 1928 did not constitute a mojdification of 
General Order No. 40, nevertheless, if thb Commission 
is to consider that the Second Zone is entitle^ to the fre¬ 
quency of 1020 k. c. it should at the same time likewise hold 
that the Fourth Zone is entitled not only to fulj time on the 
frequency of 1160 k. c. but also to a full time} position on 
the regional channel of 920 k. c. i 

14. The said decision of the Federal Radio iCommission 

was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious in that it would, 
without a conclusive showing that public interest, con¬ 
venience or necessity would be served thereby, ideprive ap¬ 
pellant and the public of the use of the oldest stjation in the 
Fourth Zone and one of the oldest stations in; the United 
States, which station has had a consistently high record of 
public service, has been at all times and now is popular with 
the listening public and has been at all times and now is 
abreast or ahead of high standards of current engineering 
practice. 1 
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15. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious in that it will, 
upon the comi)letion of the new radio broadcasting* station 
for which a construction permit has been issued to the ap¬ 
pellant, without a conclusive showing that public interest, 
convenience or necessity would be served thereby, deprive 
appellant and the public of the use of such station for part 
or all of the time, and will force such station to operate on 
a comparatively undesirable frequency or not at all, al¬ 
though said station can only be operated economically, 
practically, and in the best interest of the listening public 
by authorizing appellant to operate it for full time on a fre¬ 
quency of 1020 k. c. or some other desirable frequency; and 
bv reason thereof said decision is not onlv arbitrarv, un- 
reasonable and capricious, but in conflict with the express 
requirements of Section 21 of the Radio Act of 1927.

This appeal arises from the following action of the Fed¬ 
eral Radio Commission effective October 31st,i 1929. 

The decision of the Commission was rendered on appel¬ 
lant’s application for renewal of its then existing broad¬ 
casting station license.

By 
action of the Commission this license was extended so that 
it expired on October 31st, 1929. Appellant duly filed an 
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application for renewal of said license. Instead of grant¬ 
ing said application, however, the Commission issued to 
appellant a license whicli was the same as the previous 
license with respect to frequency, power and hours of 
operation but differed from the previous license in that it 
incorporated the following condition not contained in the 
previous license, to-wit: 


‘‘This license is issued with the specific understanding 
that the cleared channel or frequency of 1020 kilocycles has 
been allocated for use bv stations in the Second Zone 
created by Section 2 of the Radio Act of 1927, and this 
license is issued only for a temporary period of 90 days 
and will not be renewed provided application thei-efor is 
made for the; use thereof by a pro])er applicant or appli¬ 
cants within said Second Zone above referred to."

Appellant’s radio broadcasting Station KYWA located 
at Chicago, Illinois, is auxiliary to and operated in 
19 svnchronism v.uth appellant’s radio broadcasting 
Station KYW-KFKX, which is also located at Chi¬ 
cago, Illinois. 

Appellant’s radio broadcasting Station KYW-KFKX 
has been in continuous licensed operation since November 
10th, 1921, first under authorizations and licenses from the 
Secretary of Commerce and, after the enactment of the 
Radio Act of 1927, from the Federal Radio Commission. 
Appellant’s broadcasting Station KYW-KFKX was by a 
considerable period the first station to be established in 
the City of Chicago or in the State of Illinois, or in the 
Fourth Zone as defined bv Section 2 of the Radio Act of 
1927; it is the fourth or fifth oldest broadcasting station in 
the United States. Throughout the entire period since its 
'establishment Station KYW-KFKX has continuously been 
owned and operated by the appellant; under appellant’s 
management the station has had a consistently high record 
of public ser\uce, has been at all times and now is popular 
with the listening public and has been at all times and now 
is abreast or ahead of current standards of high engineer- 
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ing practice, due to appellant’s position asja pioneer and 
leader in research and development in thej field of radio 
communication. | 

Appellant’s Station KYW-KPKX in reality represents a 
consolidation of KYW with two other broadcasting sta¬ 
tions, one known as KFKX, and the other known as 
WEBH, both of which were high class stations of long 
standing, which were authorized to operate! on other fre¬ 
quencies, the other frequencies having beeii given up as 
the result of the consolidation. I 

Until October, 1923, appellant’s Station jKYW-KFKlX 
was licensed to operate on one of the limited number of fre¬ 
quencies then assigned for use by broadcasting sta- 
20 tions by the Secretary of Commerce; thereafter, un¬ 
til June 15th, 1927, appellant’s said S^tation KYW- 
KFKX was authorized to operate on the frequency of 560 
k. c. which frequency was at all times maintained as a 
cleared channel, with slight and unimportant exceptions 
during the period known as ‘‘the breakdowniof the law.” 
From June 15th, 1927, continuously until Noyember 11th, 
1928, appellant was authorized to operate the said station 
under the call letters “KYW” prior to the bonsolidation 
referred to in the last preceding paragraphi, and there¬ 
after under the call letters KYW-I^KX, on! a frequency 
of 570 k. c. which frequency was maintained a1| all times by 
the Federal Kadio Commission as a cleared cliannel. 

Under the Commission’s General Order No. 40 of August 
30th, 1928, the said frequency of 570 k. c. ceased to be a 
cleared channel and was designated for simultatieous opera¬ 
tion by a large number of stations with a pqwer restric¬ 
tion of 1,000 watts. Under the tentative allocation adopted 
by the Federal Radio Commission on September 8th, 1928, 
effective November 11th, 1928, appellant’s Station KYW- 
KFKIX was assigned to the frequency of 1,000 k. c. which 
frequency was designated as a cleared channel lallocated to 
the Fourth Zone under General Order No. 40. jThereafter, 
on October 12th, 1928, the Commission adopted a revised 
allocation effective November 11th, 1928, and directed that 
renewal licenses be issued to each of the stations listed in 
said revised allocation for the frequency, power and hours 
of operation indicated therein. In said revised allocation 
appellant’s Station KYW-KFKK was listed and the Com- 
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mission thereby directed that a renewal license issue to ap¬ 
pellant’s station KYW-KFKX for full time operation on 
a cleared channel of 1020 k. c. 

21 Said frequency of 1020 k. c. had been originally 
allocated by General Order No. 40 to the Second 
Zone. By and as a part of said revised allocation it was 
assigned to the Fourth Zone and there was assigned to the 
Second Zone the use of half time on the frequency of 1,100 
k. c., a cleared channel which had been originally assigned 
to the Fourth Zone by General Order No. 40 and also full 
time on a frequency of 920 k. c. a regional channel which 
under the allocation of September 8th, 1928, had been as¬ 
signed to the Fourth Zone. 


Pursuant to the Commission’s action of October 12th, 
1928, the Commission thereafter, on October 31st, 1928, 
issued to appellant a radio broadcasting license for said 


Station KYW-KFKX covering the period from November 


11th, 1928, to January 31st, 1929, for full time operation on 


a cleared chaimel of 1,020 k. c. without qualification or re¬ 


striction. This last mentioned license was thereafter re¬ 


newed or extended from time to time, likewise without 
qualification or restriction until in connection with the 
license issued to the appellant for said Station KYW- 
iCPKX covering the period beginning October 31st, 1929, 
and ending January 31st, 1930, the Commission inserted a 
provision identical in all respects with the above-quoted 
provision inserted by the Commission in the license issued 
to appellant for Station KYWA covering the period be¬ 
ginning October 3’lst, 1929, and ending January 31st 1930. 

The assignment to appellant’s station KYW-KFKX of 
1,020 k. c. prevented appellant from operating said station 
to its complete satisfaction, in that the programs broad¬ 
cast by said Station could not be received satisfactorily by 
the listening public residing north of said Station in the 
City of Chicago, Illinois, and in various other places. 
22 Thereupon on December 5th, 1928, appellant with 
the approval of the Engineering Division of the Fed¬ 
eral Kadio Commission applied to the Commission for a 
construction permit to construct an auxiliary radio broad¬ 
casting station to be located at a location to be approved 
by the Commission (subsequently determined to be 5800 
Sheridan Koad, approximately eight miles north of appel- 
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j 

lant’s station KYW-KFKX, in the City of Chicago, Hlinois, 
with a maximum power of 5,000 watts, and full time opera¬ 
tion on a frequency of 1,020 k. c., in synchijonism with ap¬ 
pellant’s Station KYW-KFKX on a freqiuency of 1,020 
k. c. Such synchronism with KYW-KFKXiwas to be, and 
has been obtained by multiplying and amplifying suitable 
frequency transmitted over wire circuits. I 
On December Gth, 1928, the Commission^ issued to the 
appellant a construction permit in accordance with ap¬ 
pellant’s application therefor, specifying thb date of com¬ 
pletion of the station as March 6th, 1929, aqd assigning to 
said station the call letters KYWA. Appellant duly con¬ 
structed said station in accordance with said construction 
permit and on February 14th, 1929, appellant applied to 
the Commission for a radio broadcasting station license for 
said station KYWA, to be operated on a maximum power 
of 500 watts, on a frequency of 1,020 k. c. land full time 
operation wlien automatically synchronized with appel¬ 
lant’s station KYW-KFKX. On February 2lst, 1929, the 
Commission issued to appellant a radio broadcasting sta¬ 
tion license for said Station KYWA in accordance with ap¬ 
pellant’s application therefor, which license covered the 
term beginiiing February 21st, 1929, and ending April 30th, 
1929. On March 18th, 1929, appellant applied to the Com¬ 
mission for a renewal of said radio broadcasting license 
for Station KYWA and on April 15th, 1929, the 
23 Commission issued to appellant a rehewal license 
covering the term beginning April 30th, 1929, and 
ending July Jlst, 1929. On June 22nd, 1929, Appellant ap¬ 
plied for a further renewal of said license and by General 
Order No. 69 of the Federal Radio Commissioh said license 
was extended for the term expiring October 3l|st, 1929. On 
September 25th, 1929, appellant applied for si further re¬ 
newal of said license for said Station KYWA ion the same 
terms and conditions. On October 21st, 1929, the Commis¬ 
sion issued to appellant a license which was theisame as the 
previous license issued to appellant covering ^aid Station 
KYVrA with respect to frequency, power, houfs of opera¬ 
tion and synchronization with KYW-KFKX, but differed 
from the previous license in that it incorporated the above 
quoted provision. 1

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By reason of the foregoing, the said provision was not 
only inserted in appellant’s license covering Station 
KYWA without notice or hearing or the giving to appel¬ 
lant of an opportunity to be heard, but the statement therein 
that the “frequency of 1,020 kilocycles has been allocated 
for use by stations in the Second Zone created by Section 
2 of the Radio Act of 1927” is contrary to the fact, in that 
by said action taken by the Commission on October 12th, 
1928, the said freciuency was allocated to the Fourth Zone 
as a cleared channel and that General Order No. 40 was 
modified therebv and that the Commission has so inter- 
preted and construed the effect of said action by granting 
and renewing licenses to the appellant for the use of said 
frequency by appellant’s radio broadcasting stations KYW- 
KFKX and KYWA, without such restriction or qualifica¬ 
tion, and by granting and renewing without restriction or 
qualification licenses to applicants in the Second 
24 Zone for the use of fre(]uencies previously allocated 

bv General Order No. 40 to the Fourth Zone. 

* 

Appellant is informed and believes that there are at 
present pending before the Commission, applications from 
one or more licensees of broadcasting stations in the Sec¬ 
ond Zone asking that their licenses be so modified, or that 
future licenses be so conditioned, as to authorize one or more 
of them to operate on the frequency of 1,020 k. c. The 
granting of any one of these applications by the Commis¬ 
sion, with or without notice and opportunity of hearing to 
appellant, would if the above quoted provision be allowed to 
stand, deprive appellant in advance of any right to operate 
on said frequency after the expiration of the period of the 
license now in force. 

The retention in appellant’s license for Station KYWA 
of the provision above quoted and complained of, would 
deprive appellant in advance of any right to apply at the 
expiration thereof for a reno.ival of a license of the char¬ 
acter previously granted to the appellant, not subject to the 
restrictions and qualifications contained in said condition. 

Enumeration of Reasons for Appeal. 

1. The decision of the Federal Radio Commission herein 
complained of constituted a refusal of appellant’s applica- 
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tion for renewal of appellant’s then existing Jicense expiring 
October 31, 1929. The Commission neither fixed nor gave 
notice to appellant of any time and/or place for hearing 
thereon, and the Commission at no time afforded appellant 
an opportunity to be heard with respect tb said applica¬ 
tion. I 

2. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was contrary to public interest, convenience and neces¬ 
sity. Public interest, convenience anji necessity re- 

25 quired that appellant’s then existingi license expir¬ 
ing October 31st, 1929, be renewed without qualifica¬ 
tion or restriction other than as contained ini its previously 
existing license. ! 

3. The said decision of the Federal Radip Commission 
was contrary to its own prior decisions as tb what was re¬ 
quired by public interest, convenience or necessity with 
respect to appellant’s station, in that begiiihing with De¬ 
cember 6th, 1928, and up to the date of the Idecision com¬ 
plained of, the Commission had ruled that public interest, 
convenience and necessity would be served by authorizing 
appellant to operate Station KYWA in synchronism with 
Station KYW-KFKX, full time on a cleared channel of 
1,020 k. c., without restriction or qualification! and without 
any such restriction and qualification as isi above com¬ 
plained of. 

4. The decision of the Federal Radio Condmission was 
erroneous in that the statement therein contaijned, that the 
cleared channel or frequency of 1,020 kilocycjes had been 
allocated for use by stations in the Second Zone, was made 
without any evidence and is contrary to the fapt. 

5. The said decision of the Federal Radio ;Commission 

was erroneous in that by the insertion of the provision 
complained of the Commission purported to determine is¬ 
sues not raised by the application on which jthe decision 
was rendered, and to insert conditions which it hpd no power 
or authority to insert. i, 

6. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that it deprives appellant in! advance of 
any right to apply, at the expiration of the licefise granted 
thereby, for a reneival of a license not subject to the re¬ 
strictions and qualifications contained in sai(i condition. 


i 
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7. The said decision of tiie Federal Radio Commis- 
26 sion was erroneous in that it purports to deprive 
the appellant in advance of any right to operate at 
the frequency of 1,020 kilocycles after the expiration of the 
period of the license now in force. 

8. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that it is based upon an erroneous inter¬ 
pretation of the Radio Act of 1927 in respect of the rule 
of evidence and l)urden of proof governing* the determina¬ 
tion of public interest, convenience and necessity. 

9. The said decision of the Federal Trade Commission 
was based on an erroneous interpretation of Section 9 of 
the Radio Act ot* 1927 as amended bv Section 5 of the Act 
of :^rarch 28, 1928. 


10. If it be held that the Commission did not err in its in¬ 
terpretation of Section 9 of the Radio Act of 1927 as 
amended, then the amendment as contained in Section 5 of 
the Amendatory Act of March 28. 1928, is unconstitutional 
and void, in that it is not authorized by the commerce clause 
or any other provision of the (k)nstitution of the United 
States, and that it is in violation of the requirement of the 
Fifth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
that no persoiijbe deprived of life, liberty or property with¬ 
out due process of law, and that private property shall not 
be taken for public use witliout just compensation. 

11. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous and void because it deprives the appellant 
of its pro])erty without due process of law and takes private 
property for public use without just compensation, in con¬ 
travention of the Fifth Amendment of the Constitution of 

the United States 

27 12. The said decision of the Federal Radio Com¬ 

mission was based on an erroneous interpretation of 
the law as to what constitutes public interest, convenience 
and necessity. 

13. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious in that even if 
it be held that the Commission’s action of November 12, 
1928, did not constitute a modification of General Order 
No. 40, nevertheless, if the Commission is to consider that 
the Second Zone is entitled to the frequency of 1,020 k. c. 
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it should at the same time likewise hold thlat the Fourth 
Zone is entitled not only to full time on the frequency of 
1,160 k. c. but also to a full time position oil the regional 


channel of 920 k. c. 



was arbitrar}^ unreasonable and capricious in! that it would, 
without a conclusive showing that public interest, conven¬ 
ience and necessity would be served thereb>t, deprive ap¬ 
pellant and the public of the use of said Stati(j)n KYWA.

Commission's Statement of Facts and Grounds for Its 
Decisions Filed Pursuant to Section 16 of the Radio Act 
of 1927. 

I 

Now comes Federal Radio Commission and files its state¬ 
ment in writing of the facts and grounds for its decisions, 
and respectfully shows the following: 

I. The Motion to Dismiss the Notices of Ajppeal. 

The Commission has heretofore filed a motion to dis¬ 
miss the notices of appeal, together with an opposition to 
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motions for writs of supersedeas or injunction. In said 
motion the Commission showed— 

(1) that appellant’s licenses were renewed by the de¬ 
cisions rendered and effective October 21, 1929, and that 
appellant’s notices of appeal were not filed until November 
19, 1929, more than 20 davs after said decisions were ren- 
dered and effective; 

(2) that the frequency of 1020 kc. was designated for use 
by appellant under and in accordance with Section 5 of the 
Act of March 28, 1928 (45 Stat. 373) and General Order 

40 of the Commission; 

32 (3) that the Commission’s allocation of October 

12, 1928, permitting use of the frequency of 1020 kc. 
in the Fourth Zone did not constitute a modification of Gen¬ 
eral Order 40 designatingsaidfrequency for use as a cleared 
channel in the Second Zone; 

(4) that the language inserted in appellant’s licenses for 
the period beginning October 31, 1929, as a condition thereof 
was inadvertently and mistakenly omitted from prior li¬ 
censes of appellant, but that appellant had notice of said 
condition; 

(5) that appellant’s attempted appeals are not permitted 
bv Section 16 of the Act; 

(6) that appellant was not entitled to a hearing before 
the Commission, for the reason that its applications were 
expressly granted according to the terms thereof, and 

(7) that the appeals present no justiciable controversy, 
for the reason that, if the condition complained of is in¬ 
valid, appellant’s rights are not prejudiced but may be as¬ 
serted if and when the Commission refuses applications for 
renewal of the licenses now in force. 

In reference to appellant’s motions for writs of super¬ 
sedeas or injunction in these causes, the Commission 
showed— 

(1) that this Court has no appellate jurisdiction in these 
causes, since appellant’s licenses were renewed and not re¬ 
fused by the decisions of October 21, 1929; 

(2) that appellant has failed to allege facts showing irre¬ 
parable injury or the threat thereof, for the reason that 
appellant is operating and will continue to operate its sta- 
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tions under licenses of llie Commission issiied October 21, 
1929, and effective for the period beginning October 31, 
1929; I 

(3) that the Commission has no intentipn of revoking 
said licenses, and that because of the character and per¬ 
formance of appellant's stations it is assumed appellant 
will always be able to show it will serve public interest to 
operate said stations on some suitable frequency, and 

(4) that appellant has chosen improper and unauthorized 
means to lest the validity of the condition complained of. 


33 Til filing this statement, the Commission does not 
waive either its motion for an order dismissing* the 


notices of appeal or any of the allegations or claims set forth 
in its opposition to appellant’s motions for writs of super¬ 
sedeas or injunction, but now repeats and reaffirms the same 
and requests that its motions to dismiss the notices of appeal 
be disposed of before the parties to these appeals are re¬ 
quired to cause the record to be printed or tp prepare and 
file briefs on the merits of cases wherein it should be held 
no appeal will lie as a matter of law. j 

The Commission has heretofore submitted h brief on one 
point, namely, the point that the notices of! appeal were 
filed too late. Though appellant has filed a jDleading gen¬ 
erally opposing the Commission’s motion to dismiss the 
notices of appeal, ap])ellant joins (at page 20 pf said oppo¬ 
sition) in the view of the Commission that thp question of 
the timeliness of the attempted appeals may properly and 
with justice to the parties be determined on the motion to 
dismiss. It is the Commission’s position that Other equally 
fatal legal defects are apparent on the face pf the notices 
of appeal, but in view of appellant’s expressed willingness 
to have the question of the timeliness of the appeals decided 
before any further steps are taken in these causes, the Com¬ 
mission respectfully prays this Honorable Court that it 
forthwith call up and dispose of this question, j

II. The Allegations Attached to the Notices pf Appeal. 


Attached to the notices of appeal are lengthy statements 
of ‘‘Reasons for Appeal” containing in each cpse some 13 
pages of allegations, discussion, and argument^ relating to 
the complaint of appellant that the condition I inserted in 
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the licenses issued October 21 and effective as licenses 
October 31, 1929, constituted refusal of appellant’s applica¬ 
tions. The Commission admits and, so far as they may be 
found to be material, concurs in such recitations 
34 therein as deal with 

(1) the licensiiiii,- history of appellant’s stations; 

(2) the contents of letters, orders, minutes, and decisions 
quoted therein. 

The Commission likewise admits and concurs in alleg’ations 
of a similar nature set forth in appellant's opposition to 
motion to dismiss the notices of appeal and reply to opposi¬ 
tion to motions for writs of supersedeas or injunction. The 
Commission denies, however, all inferences, conclusions, 
contentions and arg'unients contained in said documents and 
all allegations concerning— 

(1) the notice or the effect of the Amendatory Act of 
March 28, 1928, and General Order 40; 

(2) the effect of the Commission’s minutes of October 
12,1928, and the reallocation of the same date; 

(3) the effect of the designation of the frequency of 1020 
kc. for use in the Fourth Zone by ai)pellant’s stations; 

(4) the failure of the Commission to include the condi¬ 
tion complained of in licenses of appellant prior to the li¬ 
censes issued October 21, 1929; 

(5) the effect of the inclusion of said condition in said 
licenses of October 21, 1929; 

(6) and all other allegations not specifically admitted in 
this statement ;or in the Commission’s opposition to mo¬ 
tions for writs of supersedeas or injunction and motion to 
dismiss the notices of appeal, respectfully showing this 
Honorable Court that the argumentative character of ap¬ 
pellant’s pleadings and the diversity of subjects therein 
discussed prevent a more concise reply thereto. 

ITT. The Issue. 

For a full statement of the facts material to consideration 
of and judgment in these causes, the Court is respectfully 
referred to the Commission’s opposition to motions for 
writs of supersedeas or injunction and motion to dismiss 
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the notices of appeal, and for the sake of ibrevity and the 
Court’s convenience such facts will not be t^peated herein.

Appellant must and does assume the position that the in¬ 
sertion of tlie foregoing language or condition was tanta- 
mount to a refusal of appellant’s applications for renewal, 
for otherwise appellant would have no rii^ht of appeal 
under Section 16. Tiie Commission shows, however, that 
its decisions of O(‘1oher 21, 1929, are not ap]|i)ealahle; that 
the licenses issued on that date were renewals in accord¬ 
ance with appellant’s apidications. The Coipmission fur¬ 
ther shows appellant has not beoi.' injured (fr threatened 
with injury; that tlie notices of ap])eal do not present a jus¬ 
ticiable controversy; and that appellant may test the validity 
of the language complained of if and when tlieiCommission, 
on the basis of said language, refuses applications for 
further renewal of said licenses.

General Order No. 40. 


At a session of the Federal Radio Commiskion held at its 
office in Washingtonj D. C., on August 30, 1928. 

The Commission has determined that the definite assign¬ 
ment of a band of frequencies for broadcasting, the main- 
tanauce of a separation of 10 kc between frequencies used 
in broadcasting, the reservation of certain frequencies for 
exclusive use bv stations in the Dominion of Canada, and 
the setting aside of a certain number of other frequencies 
for shared use by the United States and thej Dominion of 
Canada, all as hereinafter specified in this Or^er, will serve 
public interest, convenience or necessity. i 
The Commission has 1‘uiilier detei’mined after careful 
consideration that the allocation of frequencieb, of time for 
operation and of station power, for use by! broadcasting 
stations, to the respective Zones, as hereinbblow specified 
in this Order: j 

a.) Is necessary in order to comply in parti with the re¬ 
quirements of Section 9 of the Radio Act of 192? as amended 
by Section 5 of the Act of Congress March 28, 1928, inso¬ 
far as it requires that the licensing authority sliall as nearly 
as possible make and maintain an equal allocation of bands 
of frequency or wavelengths, of periods of time for 
39 operation, and of station power, to each jof the Zones 
when and insofar as there are applications therefor,

h) Will promote public interest and convenience and will 
serve public necessity, insofar as this can be done in a 
manner consistent with the requirements of said Section

reception conditions in the broadcast band by the elimina¬ 
tion (h' a large portion of the interference which! now exists.

Staieincnt to Acrompang General Order No. 40. 


General Order No. 40, issued yesterday by the Federal 
Radio Commission, supplies the official basis for an adjust¬ 
ment in the assignment of the country’s broadcasting facili¬ 
ties, under a plan which it is believed will provide an im¬ 
proved standard of radio reception generally, and also dis¬ 
tribute the broadcasting channels, powers and periods of 
time on the air equally among the live radio zones as di¬ 
rected bv the last Congress. 

The i)lan provides for full-time assignments for lOO-watt 
stations equalling in number the total of all other classes 
of broadcasters put together. 

Of the 74 channels made available for high-grade recep¬ 
tion, 34 will be assigned for regional service, permitting 
125 full-time positions for this type of station, and 40 
channels will be assigned to stations with minimum power 
of 5,000 watts and a maximum to be determined by the 
Commission and announced with the allocation. On these 


forty channels only one station will be permitted to operate 
at any time during night hours, thus insuring clear recep¬ 
tion of the station’s program, up to the extreme limit of its 
service range. These forty channels will be assigned eight 
to each of the five zones, thus insuring wide geographical 
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distribution of the country’s higher-power broadcasting 
facilities to all sections. i 

On the 34 channels shared by regional stations, ranging 
in power from 250 to 1,000 watts and assigned two, three or 
four per channel, spacings generally of 1,000 to 1,500 miles 
have been observed. 

45 Throughout the whole allocation, wide geographi¬ 
cal spacings have been observed between stations on 

adjoining channels, in order to eliminate i objectionable 
^‘cross-talk.” I 

Summarizing, for “local” stations of 50 to 100 watt 
ratings, 150 full-time positions have been provided, or 30 
per zone; 125 regional positions have been prbvided for 250 
to 1,000 watt stations, and 40 positions for stations of 5,000 
watts and above. Each full-time assignment! available for 
night use, in many instances, is shared by twp or more sta¬ 
tions or transmitters, depending upon the number of 
licensed stations to be accommodated in the zdne or locality. 

Recapitulating by zones, the equal division of the fore¬ 
going facilities among the five zones, will pro\nde each zone 
with a 8 full time assignments for stations 6f 5,000 watts 
and above; 24 positions for 500 watt and 1,000 watt sta¬ 
tions, and 30 positions for 50 watt and 100 watt stations. 

In announcing this plan the Commission dobs so realizing 
that it may have imperfections, but believes it an approach 
to an ideal situation which may be reached in the future.

Said revised allocation incorporates a number of changes 
with respect to frequency, amount of power and hours of 
operation; it also incorporates certain new stations and 
certain increases of power premised on the granting of con¬ 
struction permits now pending before the Commission. 

On motion bv Commissioner Svkes, which motion was 
duly carried, the Commission reconsidered the plan sub¬ 
mitted by Commissioner Pickard at the meeting of October 
8, 1928, for providing a cleared channel for Iowa, etc., and 
the action adopting said plan was rescinded. 

Having examined said revised allocation, the Commis¬ 
sion made the following findings: 

1. With resx)ect to each broadcasting station listed 
therein, the assignment of which is the same as is set forth 
in the allocation adopted on September 8th, the Commission 
reaffirms its finding that such assignments will serve public 
interest, convenience or necessity and are necessary to pre¬ 
vent interference between broadcasting stations. 

2. With respect to each broadcasting station listed 
therein, the assignment of which is other than was listed in 
the allocation adopted on September 8th, the Commission 
finds that the new assignments will promote public con¬ 
venience and interest and will serve public necessity, and 
are necessary to prevent interference between broadcast¬ 
ing stations. 

47 3. With respect to each new broadcasting station 

listed therein, the Commission finds that the grant¬ 
ing of pending applications for licenses of such stations 
will serve public' interest, convenience, or necessity. 

4. With respect to each station listed therein on the 
premise that a pending application for construction permit 
be granted, the Commission finds that the granting of such 
applications for construction permits will serve public in¬ 
terest, convenience, and necessity to the extent of the as¬ 
signments indicated in the revised allocation. 
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5. With respect to all assignments of fre'quencies, author¬ 
ized power, hours of operation specified: in said revised 
allocation and with respect to all changes I thereof imposed 
by said revised allocation, said assignments and said 
changes are necessary to carry out and tojcomply with the 
provisions of the Radio Act of 1927 and the provisions of 
Section 5 of the Act of Congress approved! March 28, 1928, 
and with the provisions of General Order No. 40 of the 
Commission. ; 

Commissioner Robinson dissented from the foregoing 
findings, explaining his action as being based on his oppo¬ 
sition to the whole reallocation as distinguished from a 
policy of gradual changes and on his opposition to certain 
increases of power in connection with high-powered sta¬ 
tions. He further explained that he did not want his vote 
to be understood as opposing any particular change in fre¬ 
quency, hours of operation or power, (otlie|r than with re¬ 
spect to such high-powered stations) as between said re¬ 
vised allocation and the allocation approv^ed jSeptember 8th. 

On motion by Commissioner Sykes, whith motion was 
duly carried, the Commission set aside and rescinded so

Dear Mr. Pickard : 

I 

I visited Washington last week and had hopds of being 
able to meet you but I found that you were oqt of town. 
The object of this visit was to discuss with you ways and 
means of overcoming the unfavorable conditions under 
which we are operating at Stations KYW-KFI^X, due to 
the radical change in frequency on November ll. I con¬ 
sulted with Captain Guy Hill and outlined to him my plan 
for taking care of the situation as rapidly as possible until 
such time as we could construct more elaborate and high 
powered station outside of the city. I felt that quick ac¬ 
tion was necessary and, therefore, filed an application for 
a construction permit to authorize us to erect I a station 
somewhere in Chicago to be operated in synchronism with 
KYW in order to penetrate into the sections of the city 


I 
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where we are now either not heard or heard very poorly. 
I feel that this situation was explained to you during your 
recent visit to Chicago and that you realize the embarrass¬ 
ing position we are in. 

It is my plan to erect a rather low power transmitter 
somewhere to the north of our present location and to 
synchronize this equipment with the present apparatus for 
the purpose of putting a signal into North Chicago, where 
our greatest difficulty now seems to exist, and also to prove 
the feasibility of synchronized operation under conditions 
which are peculiarly unusual in that city. This last will 
demonstrate definitely whether two stations not greatly 
separated can operate in synelironisin without neutral or 
dead spots between them. 

It was felt best that we attempt a solution of the prob¬ 
lem from aiii engineering angle before making a definite 
request on the Commission for a change in wavelength, as 
the difficulty which the Connuission faces is apparent to all. 

I am also filing an application for a construction permit 
for a high powered station to be located outside of the 
city at a location to be approved by the Commission, which 
will undoubtedly be the final solution of this problem, al¬ 
though the experiments which we contemplate making may 
provide some new difficulties not now known. This last 
proposition you have been repeatedly suggesting and 
which I feel mav be neccssarv in view of the Commission 
refusing to increase the power at the present location. It 
obviously will require about a year to construct such a 
station and I hope to somewhat alleviate the situation by 
making use of the synchronized experiments above men¬ 


tioned. 

78 I have tentativelv chosen the Edgewater Beach 
Hotel as a site for the synchronizing station, in view 
of the facilities already a>'aliable such as power supply, an¬ 
tenna, wire circuits, etc., and, because of the necessity of 


doing something as quickly as possible. Any other location 
which we couldfind in the survey we made would require con¬ 
siderable time for obtaining power supply, buildings, masts, 
etc. I trust that this location will meet with your approval 
and that 1 may obtain an ex]n*cssion of your opinion as soon 
as possible as we are very anxious to rush this work. The

situation is very critical and unless remedied at once we 
may lose business. i 

We have also made some measurements which bear out 
this report and prove that in sections north &nd northwest 
our signal on the present wave is greatly absorbed. The 
temporary increase in power to 10 kilowatts has not helped 
as much as we had hoped, which proved that power is not 
the sole solution where certain types of absorption exist. 
I trust that we may be able to continue the use of this 
temporary increase in power, however, until wp have erected 
the synchronizing equipment, which we hopje to do soon 
after the first of the vear. i 

I am trying everything possible to solve this difficulty 
before asking the Commission to make a chahge and I as¬ 
sure you that we will co-operate in every way ipossible with 
the Commission in cleaning up this situatioii. I shall be 
very glad to have the engineers of the Commi^ion present 
during the tests when this equipment is installed as I feel 
sure that they will be interested in knowing j^ist what can 
be done through svnchronization of stations, i

In reply to your letter of December 21 as to the number 
of families or residents within one, two and three mile zones 
of the Edgewater Beach Hotel, the proposed location for 
the synchronizing station, I have had our Chicago men go 
into this and they find that some figures have been filed by 
WEBH with the Radio Division, Department of Commerce, 
in which they give the following information: Families lo¬ 
cated within one mile radius—17,000; 2 mile radius—40,000; 
three mile radius—60,000. This seem- a little too high, for 
the reason that one-half of the area covered by the three 
mile radius is over the Lake and this territory, incidentally, 
is not the most densely populated portion of Chicago. 

I note what you say about possible reluctance on the part 
of the Commission to grant permission for this station but 
I feel that, in view of this being of a somewhat temporary 
nature and the difficulties now being experienced are not of 
our own seeking or through any act of ours, the Commis¬ 
sion should assist us in this matter until we can find a more 
permanent solution. Of course, if the Commission can find 
a higher wavelength which would be suitable to us and which 
would be a cleared channel that would probably solve our 
problem immediately, but I understand from you that this 
is a verv difficult thing to do. 

I can assure the Commission that we will try to prevent 
interference. The situation has become very critical wfith 
us and users of the time on the air are not only complain¬ 
ing but are cancelling their contracts because of non-per¬ 
formance on our. part. Just yesterday I received a copy of a 
letter which the Montgomery Ward people have forwarded. 
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This, therefore, makes it necessary that we jmake all speed 
to temporarily take care of this matter until a more per¬ 
manent arrangement can be effected. Incidentally, having 

two stations synchronized and within each other’s ground 
wave areas will demonstrate a \'ery important point which 
is now somewhat in doubt by engineers. |

5 Reasons for Appeal. 

Preliminary Statement. 

This appeal arises from the following action of the Fed¬ 
eral Radio Commission, effective January 31, 1930. 

The decision of the Commission was rendered on appel¬ 
lant’s application for a station license for its new station 
KYW-KFKN, which had been constructed pursuant to a 
construction permit granted by the Commission. This new 
station was constructed to replace appellant’s then exist¬ 
ing Chicago station known as Station KYW-KFKX, and 
in furtherance of appellant’s desire to increase the area 
over which it might extend its service to the listening public. 

Appellant duly filed, on December 24, 1929, its applica¬ 
tion for a license authorizing it to operate its said new 
station KYW-KFKX, on a cleared channel or frequency of 
1,020 k. c. with 10,000 Watts power, between the hours of 6 
A. M. and 3:30 A. M. the following morning, together with 
an application for an auxiliary license to use the old KYW- 
KFKX equipment, if and when necessary, in event of inter¬ 
ruption of service from the new station due to storms, sleet, 
power failures, equipment troubles or other causes, on the 
same cleared i channel or frequency, with 5,000 and 5,000 
Watts power,! for unlimited time. Copies of said applica¬ 
tions are attached hereto as Exhibits A-1 and A-2, respec¬ 
tively. Instead of granting said applications, however, the 
Commission issued to appellant a license for the frequency, 
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power and hours of operation requested, but in which was 
incorporated the following condition, to wit: |

The above described decision with reference to! appellant’s 
application was rendered without notice to tlie appellant 
and without hearing or opportunity to be heard, contrary 
to Section 11 of the Radio Act of 1927 as amended. At¬ 
tached hereto as Exhibit B is a copy of said liceiise. 

Appellant’s new station was constructed as aforesaid 
under permit to replace its then existing broadcasting sta¬ 
tion operated under the same call letters KYW-ICFKX, and 
the service now being rendered thereby is a conljinuation of 
the service heretofore rendered by said old station, for the 
operation of which the license theretofore granted has ex¬ 
pired, and whose operation has been discontinued. 

Appellant’s old broadcasting station KYW-I^FKX -was 
in continuous licensed operation since November 10, 1921, 
first under authorizations and licenses from thd Secretary

of Commerce, and, after the enactment of the Rqdio Act of 
1927, from the Federal Radio Commission. Appellant’s 
broadcasting station was by a considerable peribd the first 
station to be established in the City of Chicago!, or in the 
State of Illinois, or in the Fourth Zone as defined by Sec¬ 
tion 2 of the Radio Act of 1927; it is the fourth or fifth old¬ 
est broadcasting station in the United States. Throughout 
the entire period since its establishment the station has 
continuously been owned and operated by appellant. Under 
appellant’s management the station has had a consistently 
high record of public service, has been at all timeb and now 
is popular with the listening public and has been at 

7 all times and now is abreast or ahead Of current 
standards of high engineering practice, due to appel- 
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lant’s position as a pioneer and leader in research and de¬ 
velopment in. the field of radio communication. 

Appellant’s old station in reality represented a consoli¬ 
dation of KyW with two other broadcasting stations, one 
known as KFKX, and the other known as WEBH, both of 
which were high class stations of long standing, which were 
authorized to operate on other frequencies, the other fre¬ 
quencies having been given up as the result of the consolida¬ 
tion. 

Until October, 1923, appellant’s old station was licensed 
to operate on one of the limited number of frequencies then 
assigned for use by broadcasting stations by the Secretary 
of Commerce; thereafter, until June 15, 1927, appellant’s 
old station was authorized to operate on the frequency of 
560 k .c., which frequency was at all times maintained as a 
cleared channel, with slight and unimportant exceptions 
during the period known as “the breakdown of the law.” 
From June 15, 1927 continuously until November 11, 1928 
appellant "was authorized to operate on the frequency of 
570 k. c., which frequency was maintained at all times by 
the Federal Radio Commission as a cleared channel. 

Under the Commission’s General Order No. 40 of August 
30,1928, a copy of which is attached hereto and marked Ex¬ 
hibit C, the said frequency of 570 k. c. ceased to be a cleared 
channel and was designated for simultaneous operation by 
a large number of stations, with a power restriction of 1,000 
Watts. Undev the tentative allocation adopted by the Fed¬ 
eral Radio Commission on September 8, 1928, effective 
November 11, 1928, appellant’s old station was as- 
8 assigned to the frequency of 1,000 k. c., which fre¬ 
quency was designated as a cleared channel allocated 
to the Fourth Zone under General Order No. 40. There¬ 
after, on October 12, 1928, the Commission adopted a re¬ 
vised allocation, effective November 11, 1928, and directed 
that renewal licenses be issued to each of the stations listed 
in said revised allocation for the frequency, power and 
hours of operation indicated therein. In said revised allo¬ 
cation appellant’s station was listed, and the Commission 
thereby directed that a renewal license issue to appellant’s 
station for full time operation on a cleared channel of 1,020

Said frequency of 1,020 k. c. had been originally allocated 
l)y General Order Xo.

This said license was thereafter renewed or extended from 
time to time likewise without qualification oij restriction 
(Plxhibits E-1, E-2, E-3, E-4). Prior to lOctober 31, 
9 1929 the appellant applied for renewal!of its then 

existing license, which originally covered the period 
from April 30 to July 31, 1929, and authorized!appellant’s 
station KYAV-IvFKX 1o operate full time on a cleared chan¬ 
nel or frequency of 1,020 k. c. with 10,000 Watts (5,000 of 
which was on an experimental basis), and whiclji, by action 
of the Commission, had been extended so that itj expired on 
October 31, 1929, which j-aid license did not contain the pro¬ 
vision now complained of and heretofore set fbrth in the 
notice of appeal and in this preliminary statement. Instead 
of granting said application, however, the Conlmission is¬ 
sued to appellant a license which was the sajme as the 
previous license as to fi-e(iuency, hours of operation, etc., 
but differed from the previous license in that it inicorporated 
a provision identical in language to thatnowconiplainedof. 
Copy of said license is attached hereto and marked Exhibit 
F. The decision of the Commission with reference to ap¬ 
pellant ’s application for renewal of its theretofore existing 
license was rendered, and the said condition inserted in the 
license granted as a result of said decision, witltout notice 
to the appellant and without hearing or opportunity to be 
heard, contrary to Section 11 of the Radio Act of 1927 as 
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amended, and the appellant duly appealed from said de¬ 
cision to this Court, which appeal is now pending herein. 

Appellant’s new station KYW-KFKX was constructed 
pursuant to a construction permit granted by the Federal 
Eadio Commission on June 11, 1929, authorizing appellant 
to construct a broadcasting station of 50,000 Watts power 
on a new location adjacent to Chicago, to be operated on 
completion on a cleared channel or frequency of 1,020 k. c., 
with a power of 10,000 Watts, unlimited time. The 

10 permit thus granted contained no qualification or 
condition other than those usually incorporated in 

construction permits, and was without any such provision 
as that above quoted and herein complained of. On July 
16, 1929, the permit thus granted was slightly modified with 
respect to location, but no condition or restriction was ex¬ 
pressed or implied in the modification. Attached hereto as 
exhibits G-1 and G-2 are copies of said construction permit 
and modification thereof. On September 26, 1929, on appli¬ 
cation by appellant, the date of required completion of the 
proposed station was extended to December 21, 1929, and 
on a later application to ^larch 21, 1930, in each case with¬ 
out any condition or restriction such as contained in the 
provision herein complained of. By virtue of the Commis¬ 
sion’s decision, granting said construction permit, and its 
reaffirmance thereof bv its action of modification and ex- 
tension, the Commission determined that public interest, 
convenience or necessity required that appellant be au¬ 
thorized to operate full time on the frequency of 1,020 k. c. 
and under Section 21 of the Eadio Act of 1927 was obli¬ 
gated to issue to appellant a license or modification of 
license pursuant to the terms and conditions of said con¬ 
struction permit. The station covered by the construction 
permit was completed on December 24, 1929, and is the sta¬ 
tion for which a license herein was sought by the appellant. 
It represents a value, according to existing market prices, 
of approximately $300,000. Said station, together with its 
auxiliary equipment, is such that for economical use and 
use in such a manner as to give the listening public 

11 the full benefit of the service of which the station is 
capable,' full time operation on a desirable cleared 

channel is necessarv. 

By reason of the foregoing, the said provision was not 
only inserted without notice or hearing or the giving to ap- 
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pellant of an opportunity to be heard, biit the statement 
therein that the ‘^frequency of 1,020 kilocycles has been 
allocated for use by stations in the Second Zone created for 

stations bv Section 2 of the Radio Act of 1^27” is contrary 

* 1 

to the fact, in that bv said action taken bv the Commission 
on October 12, 1928, the said frequency wasi allocated to the 
Fourth Zone as a cleared channel, and that General Order 
No. 40 was modified thereby, and that the | Commission so 
interpreted and construed the effect of said action by grant¬ 
ing* a]id renewing licenses to the appellant for the use of 
said frequency without such restriction or qualification, by 
granting and renewing, without restriction pr qualification, 
licenses to applicants from the Second Zone for the use of 
frequencies previously allocated by Generali Order No. 40 
to the Fourth Zone, and by granting to the applicant the 
aforesaid radio broadcasting station consttruction permit. 
Appellant accepted the license issued to it |on October 31, 
1928 for full time operation on a cleared channel of 1,020 

k. c., which, as aforesaid, did not contain the provision now 
complained of, in reliance on said interpretation, as evi¬ 
denced, in part, by the correspondence exchjanged between 
Commissioner Pickard and C. AV. Horn, Superintendent of 
Radio Operations of the Appellant, in the v^eek succeeding 
said order of October 12, 1928, and relating tjo the interpre¬ 
tation to be placed thereon, copies of which correspondence 
are attached hereto and made a part hereof as Exhibits 

H-i, H-2 and H-3. | 

12 Appellant is informed and believes! that there are 

at present pending before the Commission applica¬ 
tions from one or more licensees of broadcasting stations 
in the Second Zone, asking that there licenses be so modi¬ 
fied, or that future licenses be so conditioned, as to author¬ 
ize one or more of them to operate on thq frequency of 

l, 020 k. c. The granting of any one of these applications by 
the Commission, with or without notice and opportunity of 
hearing to appellant, would, if the above quoted provision 
be allowed to stand, deprive appellant in advance of any 
right to operate on said frequency after the! expiration of 
the period of the license now in force. 

In limiting the number of cleared channels I to fortv-eight 
for each zone—by General Order No. 40, thje Commission 
disregarded the recommendation of its Engineers as con- 
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tained in their report of April 6, 1928, copy of which is at¬ 
tached hereto and marked Exhibit J. In said report the 
said engineers, recommended the creation of fifty such 
cleared channels and set forth the scientific reasons and 
reasons of public interest, convenience and necessity 
whereby such public interest, convenience and necessity 
would be better served bv the creation of fiftv cleared chan- 
nels than bv the creation of a lesser number thereof. The 
appellant has no interest in the number of such cleared 
channels except in so far as it affects the o])eration of its 
broadcasting* stations. The appellant’s said broadcasting- 
station, as hereinbefore stated, is the oldest in 11 le Second 
Zone, and the fourth or fifth oldest in the United States, 
and its service has always been of the highest quality. In 
so far as the decision of the Commission and the in- 

13 sertion of the provision complained of is based upon 
the limitation of total cleared channels to forty, it is 

based upon action and considerations taken contrary to the 
public interest, convenience and necessity, and the action 
of the Commission in qualifying or conditioning the appel¬ 
lant’s use of said frequency of 1,020 k. c., as in the provi¬ 
sion complained of, and in thus jeopardizing the continued 
operation of its said station, without making provision for 
full time operation on a substitute suitable frequency, 
whether bv an increase in the number of cleared channels 
or otherwise, is arbitrary and unreasonable and contrary 
to public interest, convenience and necessity. 

14 Enumeration of Keasons for Appeal. 

1. The decision of the Federal Radio Commission herein 
complained of constituted a refusal of appellant’s appli¬ 
cation for a station license for its new station. The Com¬ 
mission neither fixed nor gave notice to appellant of any 
time and/or place for hearing thereon, and the Commission 
at no time afforded appellant an opportunity to be heard 
with respect to said application. 

2. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was contrary to public interest, convenience and necessity. 
Public interest, convenience and necessity required that 
appellant’s application for a station license for station 
KYW-KFKX be granted without qualification or restric¬ 
tion. 
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3. The said decision of the Federal Radiol Commission 
was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious in that it would, 
without a conclusive showing that public interest, conven¬ 
ience or necessity would be served thereby, deprive appel¬ 
lant and the public of the use for part or all of the time 
of a station the construction of which has lately been com¬ 
pleted pursuant to a radio broadcasting station construc¬ 
tion permit granted by the Federal Radio .Commission, 
and would force such station to operate on a comparatively 
undesirable frequency or not at all, although I said station 
can only be operated economically, practically, and in the 
best interest of the listening public by authorizing appel¬ 
lant to operate it for full time on a frequency of 1,020 k. c. 
or some other desirable frequency; and by reason thereof 

said decision is not only arbitrary, unreasonable 
15 and capricious, but in conflict with the i express re¬ 
quirements of Section 21 of the Radio jVct of 1927. 

4. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was contrary to its own prior decisions as to what was re¬ 
quired by public interest, convenience and/qr necessity 
with respect to appellant’s station, in that beginning with 
October 12, 1928 and up to the date of the decision com¬ 
plained of, the Commission had ruled that pulilic interest, 
convenience and necessitv would be served bv iauthorizing 
appellant to operate full time on a cleared chanlnel of 1,020 
k. c. without restriction or qualification and without any 
such restriction and qualification as is above coinplained of. 

5. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that the statement therein contained, that 
the cleared channel or frequency of 1,020 kilpcycles had 
been allocated for use by stations in the Second Zone, was 
made without any evidence and is contrary to the fact. 

6. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 

w’as erroneous in that by the insertion of the provision com¬ 
plained of the Commission purported to deterijiine issues 
not raised by the application on which the dejcision was 
rendered, and to insert conditions which it had] no power 
or authority to insert. j 

7. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that it deprives appellant in advance of 
any right to apply, at the expiration of the licenbe granted 


I 
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thereby, for a renewal of a license not subject to the 

16 restrictions and qualifications contained in said con¬ 
dition. 

8. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
Avas erroneous in that it purports to deprive the appellant 
in advance of ^uiy right to operate at the frequency of 1,020 
kilocycles after the expiration of the period of the license 
iiOAV in force. 

9. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous in that it is based upon an erroneous inter¬ 
pretation of the Radio Act of 1927 in respect of the rule 
of evidence and burden of proof governing the determina¬ 
tion of public interest, convenience and necessity. 

10. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was erroneous and void because it deprives the appellant 
of its property without due process of law and takes pri¬ 
vate property for public use without just compensation, 
in contravention of the Fifth Amendment of the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States. 

11. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was based on an erroneous interpretation of Section 9 of 
the Radio Act of 1927 as amended by Section 5 of the Act 
of March 28,1928. 

12. If it be held that the Commission did not err in its 
interpretation of Section 9 of the Radio Act of 1927, as 
amended, then the amendment as contained in Section 5 of 
the Amendatory Act of March 28, 1928 is unconstitutional 
and void, in that it is not authorized by the commerce 
clause or any other provision of the Constitution of the 

United States, and that it is in violation of the re- 

17 quirement of the Fifth Amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States that no person be de¬ 
prived of life, I liberty or property without due process of 
law, and that private property shall not be taken for public 
use without just compensation. 

13. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was based on an erroneous interpretation of the law as to 
what constitutes public interest, convenience and necessity. 

14. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was contrary to public interest, convenience and necessity 
in that, contrary to the opinion of the Commission’s own 
engineers, it was based upon the assumption that only eight 
cleared channels should be allocated to each zone. 
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15. The said decision of the Federal Radib Commission 
was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious! in that even 
if it be held that the Commission’s action of iNovember 12, 
1928 did not constitute a modification of Gj-cneral Order 
No. 40, nevertheless, if the Commission is to | consider that 
the Second Zone is entitled to the frequency! of 1,020 k. c. 
it should at the same time likewise hold thait the Fourth 

i 

Zone is entitled not only to full time on the I frequency of 
1,160 k. c. but also to a full time position ofi the regional 
channel of 920 k. c. 

16. The said decision of the Federal Radio Commission 
was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious in that it would, 
without a conclusive showing that public interest, conven¬ 
ience or necessity would be served thereby, deprive appel¬ 
lant and the public of the use of the oldest station in the 
Fourth Zone and one of the oldest stations in the United 

States, which station (tlie present statijon being the 
18 successor thereto and thereof), lias hdd a consist¬ 
ently high record of public service, ha^ been at all 
times and now is popular with the listening pdblic and has 
been at all times and now is abreast or ahpad of high 
standards of current engineering practice. j

Replying to* yours of October 17th, I am glad to give you 
the details regarding the transfer of 1,020 kilocycles to Zone 
4. In view of the fact that the Detroit News, which had 
1)eeii assigned an exclusive channel on 820 did not care to in¬ 
crease power. Zone 4 made available to Zone 2 a regional 
channel, 920, for assignment to WWJ. WHAS at Louis¬ 
ville was sharing time with WWVA, Wheeling, West Vir¬ 
ginia on 1,020. This time division was unsatisfactory and 
in order to relieve the situation, WHAS was assigned full 
time on 820 vacated by WWJ. Zone 4 then cleared one-half 
of 1,160 for WWVA, thus freeing 1,020 for use in Zone 4. 
As you can readily see this exchange worked out to the mu¬ 
tual advantage of both zones in every way. 

I felt reasonably sure that there could be little obiection 
to such a slight shift on the part of KYW, and at this time 
want to express my appreciation to you for the attitude 
reflected in your letter and telephone conversation.

Summary of Discussion at Conference of | Engineers on 
April 6, 1928, by Dr. J. H. Dellinger. 

Division into classes. —The readjustment bf station allo¬ 
cations required by the 1928 radio law gives the 
83 Radio Commission an opportunity tb provide the 
radio listeners of the United States with a grade of 
radio broadcasting service far superior to iShat furnished 
under the present allocation of stations. AI redistribution 
of broadcasting stations among the States W|ill, if the pro¬ 
posed classification of services be established, result in the 
satisfactory reception of more programs at j higher signal 
strengths by a greater number of listeners ini a larger total 
area than at present and will do this with lesis interference 
than now exists. i 

The fundamental change required to bring about any ma¬ 
terial improvement is to provide a considerable number of 
channels upon which only one station operates^ The reason 
for this is a purely physical fact. Since heterodyne inter¬ 
ference extends to manv times the distance to which actual 

ft' I 

program service from a broadcasting station extends, oper¬ 
ation of two or more stations on a channel I results in an 
area of destructive interference much greater Ithan the area 
in which program service is provided. Program service, 
free from interference, can be furnished at great distances 
from a station only when the station has exclusive use of its 
channel. | 

Since there are only 90 channels available for broadcast¬ 
ing in the United States, 90 is the upper limit of the pos¬ 
sible number of stations giving service at cons^iderable dis¬ 
tances. 
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TThen two or more stations operate simultaneously on a 
channel, program service can be furnished at short dis¬ 
tances from eacli station without destructive lieterodyne in¬ 
terference within that distance, provided the stations are 
located at joroper distances apart corresponding to the 
power used. Under these conditions many stations can be 
operated for: short distance local service on a single chan¬ 
nel. Outside the local service areas heterodyne interfer¬ 
ence will prev’ent satisfactory reception. 

Sections of the country remote from centers of popula¬ 
tion can not be given service except by the stations first 
mentioned, which have exclusive use of their channels (class 
C). 

It follows that the countrv as a whole can be given the 
service it demands onlv bv having more than one class of 
stations—(l)ilong distance stations, o]ierating on exclusive 
channels; (2) shorter distance stations, operating on 
Si- shared channels. Considering the broadcasting- 
needs and development in this country, it is apparent 
that the second class can advantageously be subdivided into 
stations of moderate distance range (class B) and small 
stations of very small distaii(*e range (class A). 

Number of channels in each class .—The number of chan¬ 
nels (50) indicated for class C stations is the minimum that 
should be provided, in view of the far greater service, both 
distant and local, that will be rendered by such channels, 
owing to the absence of heterodyne interference and the 
consequent possibility of the use of greater power. The 
distribution of the remaining 40 channels between classes B 
and A represents the best judgment of the engineers from 
present information. A further study should be made of 
this point on i the basis of service requirements of various 
areas of the country. It is believed that the final answer on 
this point will not depart widely from the figures given. 

Duplication of assignments per channel .—It is clear that 
the stations depended upon for service over large areas 
must operate on heterodyne-free channels and that there¬ 
fore there must be only one assignment to each class C 
channel. 

The moderate-distance (class B) and short-distance 
(class A) channels may each be used by a number of sta¬ 
tions in simultaneous operation, since the only desideratum 
in good service within the local service range of each sta- 
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tion. The power required for moderate-distance service 
(class B) will not permit as much duplication of stations on 
one channel as will the smaller power required for short- 
distance service (class A). i 

The amount of duplication recommended is: For each 
class B channel, on the average, two and a half iassignments 
in the United States (i. e., the assignment of | every other 
channel in each zone); and for each class C channel, 50 as¬ 
signments in the United States (10 in each zone). 

The limitation to two and a half assignments for each 
class B channel is determined by the geographical circum¬ 
stances of the two smallest zones (1 and 2), tcjgether with 
the requirement of the law of equality between zones. 

Points in zones 1 and 2 average less thajn 500 miles 
85 apart, a distance too small to permit the j assignment 
of miy one channel in both zones with! the recom- 
mended power. i 

Equality with respect to classes .—The provisions of the 
law requiring equal distribution among the zones and, ac¬ 
cording to population, among the States of station licenses, 
frequencies, time, and power must be applied separately to 
each of the three classes of stations mentioned. This re¬ 
sults from the inclusion of the number of licensejs as one of 
the elements of equal distribution. | 

Station power .—In order to merit the use of a class C 
channel a station must be competent to serve a large area. 
It follows that no class C station should be allow^ to oper¬ 
ate with less than 5,000-watts power. The only lipper limit 
for this class need be that fixed by the production of inter¬ 
channel interference, and, in consideration of the! geograph¬ 
ical distribution possible, may be 50,000 ^vatts at the present 
time. I 


For the moderate-distance (class B) channels,'powers of 
300 to 1,000 watts will give satisfactory service, and for the 
short-distance (class A) channels power should not ex¬ 
ceed 250 watts per station because of the extensiv|e duplica¬ 


tion permitted. ; 

As an exception to these general recommendations for 
classes B and A, it is noted that where two or more stations 
operating on the same channel are all increased lin power 
by the same factor their heterodyne-free service ranges will 
be substantially unaffected and a better signal (with 
respect to noise interference) will be delivered within each 
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service area. This will be at the expense of producing a 
stronger heterodyne whistle outside the service areas of 
the two stations concerned. 

Time divisioi ?.—The expedient of time division does not 
in general lead to superior service to the listener. It is in¬ 
herently uneconomic. AVhere several stations in an area 
are now dividing time the duplication of plant and overhead 
necessarily results in poorer service than would result were 
these stations to be consolidated into a single station using 
all the time. 

For the class C stations particularly time division should 
not be allowed. An exclusive (class C) channel is capable 
of delivering such excellent service over large areas that 
care should be taken not to restrict the possible serv- 

86 ice from these channels by an uneconomic arrange¬ 
ment such as time division. 

For the class B and class A channels there will doubtless 
be local conditions demanding, and perliaps justifying, time 
division in spite of its inherently uneconomic nature. How¬ 
ever, the application of tim.e division has been made difficult 
under the terms of the new law. Since the law requires 
equality of the number of hours and licenses among the 
zones, and, according to population, among the States 
within each zone, if time is divided on a given channel 
among several stations in any one State, this division must 
be duplicated on some channel in every other zone and pro- 
|>ortionately in every State. 

The same difficulty will exist in any attempt to divide 
time between stations located in different zones, as might be 
sought, e. g.,ito take advantage of the time difference be¬ 
tween the east and west coasts. Time division between sta¬ 
tions in widely separated localities is subject to the further 
objection of seriously complicating the maintenance of the 
proper frequency separation between stations in each of 
the localities to minimize interchannel interference.

Preliminary Statement and Proceedings.

Radio Act of 1927. The first in this series of attempted ap¬ 
peals is now docketed in this court as causes nuipbered 5104 
and 5105.

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The Commission has heretofore filed certain motions in 
causes numbered 5104 and 5105 and in the present cause in 
whicli it has made a comparison and analysis of these at¬ 
tempted appeals and in which the validity of each of said 
appeals has been challenged.

(2) That the Commission’s allocation of Oclobev 12, 
1928, permitting the use of the frequency 1020 kilocycles 
in the Fourth Zone did not constitute a modification of 
General Order 40 designating said frequency for use as a 

clear channel in the Second Zone. 

92 (3) That the Commission action of October 12, 

1928, permitting appellant, situated in the Fourth 
Zone, to use the frequency of 1020 kilocycles, which had been 
allocated to but not assigned for use in the Second Zone, was 
taken pursuant to the “borrowing clause” of Section 5 of 
the Amendatory Act of March 28, 1928, and not otherwise, 
and that appellant has at all times had knowledge of such 
fact.

E. The following frequencies are allocated for use in all 
five Zones by broadcasting stations in simultaneous o])er- 
ation with an authorized power not to exceed 100 watts, the 
number of such stations to be permitted to operate simul¬ 
taneously in each Zone on each of said frequencies to be 
determined by further order of the Commission: 1200,

General Order No. 40, issued yesterday by the Federal 
Radio Commission, supplies the official basis for an adjust¬ 
ment in the assignment of the country’s broadcasting facil¬ 
ities, under a plan which it is believed will provide an im¬ 
proved standard of radio reception generally, and also dis¬ 
tribute the broadcasting channels, powers and periods of 
time on the air equally among the five radio zones as di¬ 
rected by the last Congress. 
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The plan provides for full-time assignments for 100-watt 
stations equalling in number the total of all Other classes of 
broadcasters put together. 

Of the 74 channels made available for higji-grade recep¬ 
tion, 34 will be assigned for regional servijce, permitting 
125 full-time positions for this type of station, and 40 chan¬ 
nels will be assigned to stations with miniihum power of 
5000 watts and a maximum to be determined by the Com¬ 
mission and announced with the allocation, pn these forty 
channels only one station will be permitted I to operate at 
any time during night hours, thus insuring cjlear reception 
of the station’s program, iij) to the extrenie limit of its 
service range. These forty channels will be Assigned eight 
to each of the five zones, thus insuring widd geographical 
distribution of the country’s higher-poweri broadcasting 
facilities to all sections. i 

On the 34 channels shared by regional stations, ranging 
in power from 250 to 1000 watts and assigned^ two, three or 
four per channel, spacings generally of 1000 [to 1500 miles 
have been observed. j 

112 Throughout the whole allocation, wide geograph¬ 
ical spacings have been observed between stations on 
adjoining channels, in order to eliminate iobjectionable 
‘ ‘ cross-talk. ’ ’ I 

I 

Summarizing, for local” stations of 50 to jlOO watt rat¬ 
ings, 150 full-time positions have been provided, or 30 per 
zone; 125 regional positions have been provided for 250 to 
1000 watt stations, and 40 positions for stations of 5000 
watts and above. Each full-time assignment available for 
night use, in many instances, is shared by two! or more sta¬ 
tions or transmitters, depending upon the number of li¬ 
censed stations to be accommodated in the zone or locality. 

Recapitulating by zones, the equal division! of the fore¬ 
going facilities among the five zones, will provide each zone 
with a 8 full time assignments for stations of 5000 watts 
and above; 24 positions for 500 watt and 1000 yatt stations, 
and 30 positions for 50 watt and 100 watt stations. 

In announcing this plan the Commission dc^es so realiz¬ 
ing that it may have imperfections, but belieyes it an ap¬ 
proach to an ideal situation which may be reached in the 
future. 1

Present: Commissioners Kobinson, Chairman; Sykes, 
Caldwell, Pickard, and Lafount; the Secretary, Chief Engi¬ 
neer, Captain Hill, and the General Counsel. 

There was presented to the Commission a revision of the 
allocation presented to the Commission and approved at its 
meeting of September 8, 1928, said revised allocation list¬ 
ing all broadcasting stations and specifying the frequency, 
amount of power and hours of operation for each station. 
This revised allocation is set forth in a document numbered 
282 entitled as follows: ‘^Revised List of Broadcasting Sta¬ 
tions by Frequencies Effective 3 a. m., November 11, 1928, 
Eastern Standard Time.” Said revised allocation incor¬ 
porates a number of changes with respect to frequency, 
amount of power and hours of operation; it also incor¬ 
porates certain new stations and certain increases of power 
premised on the granting of construction permits now pend¬ 
ing before the Commission. 

On motion by Commissioner Sykes, which motion was 
duly carried, the Commission reconsidered the plan sub¬ 
mitted by Commissioner Pickard at the meeting of October 
8, 1928, for providing a cleared channel for Iowa, etc., and 
the action adopting said plan was rescinded. 

Having examined said revised allocation, the Commis¬ 
sion made the following findings: 

1. With respect to each broadcasting station listed there¬ 
in, the assignment of which is the same as is set forth in 
the allocation adopted on September 8th, the Commission 
reaffirms its finding that such assignments will serve public 
interest, convenience or necessity and are necessary to pre¬ 
vent interference between broadcasting stations. 

2. With respect to each broadcasting station listed there¬ 
in, the assignment of which is other than was listed in the 
allocation adopted on September 8th, the Commission finds 
that the new assignments will promote public convenience 
and interest and will serve public necessity, and are neces- 
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sary to prevent interference between brbadcasting sta¬ 
tions. ! 

114 3. With respect to each new broa4casting station 

listed therein, the Commission finds jthat the grant¬ 
ing of pending applications for licenses oif such stations 
will serve public interest, convenience, or necessity. 

4. With respect to each station listed therein on the pre¬ 
mise that a pending application for construction permit 
will be granted, the Commission finds that the granting of 
such applications for construction permits will serve public 
interest, convenience, and necessity to the extent of the as¬ 
signments indicated in the revised allocation; 

5. With respect to all assignments of frequencies, 
authorized power, hours of operation specified in said re¬ 
vised allocation and with respect to all changes thereof im¬ 
posed by said revised allocation, said assignments and said 
changes are necessary to carry out and to comply with the 
provisions of the Eadio Act of 1927 and the| provisions of 
Section 5 of the Act of Congress approved March 28, 1928, 
and with the provisions of General Order No. 40 of the 
Commission. 

Commissioner Robinson dissented from the foregoing 
findings, explaining his action as being based on his oppo¬ 
sition to the whole reallocation as distinguished from a 
policy of gradual changes and on his opposition to certain 
increases of power in connection with high-Jpowered sta¬ 
tions. He further explained that he did not ■^ant his vote 
to be understood as opposing any particular change in fre¬ 
quency, hours of operation or power, (other than with re¬ 
spect to such high-powered stations) as between said re¬ 
vised allocation and the allocation approved September 8th. 

On motion by Commissioner Sykes, which! motion was 
duly carried, the Commission set aside and i rescinded so 
much of the allocation of September 8th as i$ inconsistent 
with said revised allocation. 

Commissioners Robinson and Pickard presented to the 
Commission an arrangement between them Effecting the 
Second and Fourth Zones whereby, under said;revised allo¬ 
cation, the Second Zone received a favorably assignment 
on 920 kilocycles for a Detroit station, and the Fourth Zone 

borrowed the use of one-half time on a cleared channel for

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use by a Fourth Zone station. The latter portion of the 
arrangement was accomplished by the Fourth Zone being 
given the use of full time on 1020 kilocycles and the Second 
Zone being given the use of half time on 1160 kilocycles. 
By motion duly made and carried the Commission approved 
this arrangement.

4. That each license or renewal license issued under the 
foregoing directions be so worded as to take effect on No¬ 
vember 11th at the hour of 3 o ’clock A. M., Eastern Stand¬ 
ard Time and to terminate on January 31st, 1929 at the 
hour of 3 o’clock A. M., Eastern Standard Time. 

5. That each construction permit issued under the fore¬ 
going directions be so worded as to require completion of 
the construction of the transmitter within a period of 90 
days from the date of issuance. 

Commissioner Robinson did not participate in the fore¬ 
going directions because of his opposition to the realloca¬ 
tion as above explained.

Dear Mr. Pickard: 1 

I visited Washington last week and had |hopes of being 
able to meet you but I found that you wei)e out of town. 
The object of this visit was to discuss with! you ways and 
means of overcoming the unfavorable conditions under 
which we are operating at stations KYW-JjvFKX, due to 
the radical change in frequency on November 11. I con¬ 
sulted with Captain Guy Hill and outlined to him my plan 
for taking care of the situation as rapidly ad possible until 
such time as we could construct more elaborate and high 
powered station outside the city. I felt thait quick action 
was necessary and, therefore, filed an application for a con¬ 
struction permit to authorize us to erect a I station some¬ 
where in Chicago to be operated in synchronism vrith KYW 
in order to penetrate into the sections of the ^ity where we 
arc now either not heard or heard very poorly. I feel that 
this situation was explained to you during yoiiir recent visit 
to Chicago and that you realize the embarassing position 
we are in. j 

It is my plan to erect a rather low poweir transmitter 
somewhere to the north of our present locatioln and to syn¬ 
chronize this equipment with the present apparatus for the 
purpose of putting a signal into North Chicago, where our 
greatest difficulty now seems to exist, and alsoi to prove the 
feasibility of synchronized operation under conditions which 
are peculiarly unusual in that city. This last! will demon¬ 
strate definitely whether two stations not greatly separated 
can operate in synchronism without neutral or dead spots 
between them. 

It was felt best that we attempt a solution ofi the problem 
from an engineering angle before making a definite request

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on the Commission for a change in wavelength, as the diffi¬ 
culty which the Commission faces is apparent to all. 

lam also filing an application for a construction permit 
for a high powered station to be located outside of the city 
at a location to beapprovedby the Commission, which 
173 will undoubtedly be the final solution of this problem, 
although the experiments which we contemplate mak¬ 
ing may provide, some new difficulties not now known. This 
last ])ropositioii you have been repeatedly suggesting and 
which I feel mav be necessarv in view of the Commission 
refusing to increase the power at the present location. It 
('.bviously will require about a year to construct such a sta¬ 
tion and I hope to somewhat alleviate the situation by mak¬ 
ing use of the synchronized experiments above mentioned. 

I have tentatively chosen the Edgewater Beach Hotel as 
a site for the synchronizing station, in view of the facilities 
already available such as power supply, antenna, wire cir¬ 
cuits, etc., and, because of the necessity of doing something 
as quickly as possible. Any other location which we could 
find in the survey we made would require considerable time 
for obtaining power supply, buildings, masts, etc. I trust 
that this location will meet with your approval and that 
I may obtain an expression of your opinion as soon as 
possible as we are very anxious to rush this work. The 
situation is vorv critical and unless remedied at once we 
may lose business. 

We have also made some measurements which bear out 
tliis report and prove that in sections north and northwest 
our sig-nal on the present wave is greatly absorbed. The 
temporary increase in power to 10 kilowatts has not helped 
as much as we had hoped, which proved that power is not 
the sole solution where certain types of absorption exist. 
I trust that we may be able to continue the use of this 
temporary increase in power, however, until we have 
erected the synchronizing equipment, which we hope to do 
soon after the first of the vear. 

I am trying everything possible to solve this difficulty 
before asking the Commission to make a change and I as¬ 
sure you that we will cooperate in every way possible with 
the Commission in cleaning up this situation. I shall be 
very glad to have the engineers of the Commission present 
during the tests when this equipment is installed as I feel 
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sure that they will be interested in knowing just what can 
be done through synchronization of statioiis.

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Appellant's station was the first broadcasting station 
to be established in the entire Fourth Zone and is one of 
the oldest broadcasting stations in the United States. It 
has been in continuous licensed operation (originally 
under license from the Department of Commerce and sub- 
secpiently under license from the Federal Radio Commis¬ 
sion) since November 10, 1921 (R. 5104—pp. 3, 14, 26; R. 
5150—pp. 5, 81). It has had a consistently good record of 
public service and has been at all rimes abreast or ahead 
of current standards of high engineering practice, due to 
appellant's position as a pioneer and leader in research 
and development in the field of radio communication (R. 
5104—pp. 3, 4, 14, 15; R. 5150—pp. 5, 6). 

The Commission itself admits that appellant's station 
is ‘^of exceptional quality’', and assumes that ^^appellant 
will always be able to maintain a right to the use of some 
desirable frequency for its Chicago stations”. (R. 5104— 
p. 25; see also Opposition to Motions for Writs of Super¬ 
sedeas, etc. filed by the Commission with this Court in Nos. 
5104 and 5105 on November 25, 1920, at p. 9; Motion in 
Opposition to Motion for Stay Order filed by the Commis¬ 
sion with this Court in No. ,5150 on March 3, 1930, at 
P- 2.) 

Until October 31, 1929, the licenses theretofore granted 
for the use of the old station had been granted without 
condition or qualification, other than the normal condi¬ 
tions required by statute and included in all station 
licenses (R. 5104—pp. 5, 16, 26, 82, 88). Appellant duly 
applied for renewals, to be effective October 31, 1929, of 
its existing licenses for the use of frequency 1020 k.c., in 
lieu of which the Commission, without hearing or oppor¬ 
tunity to be heard, granted licenses containing the follow¬ 
ing condition:

mission on June 11, 1929, when appellant's old station was 
being operated under unconditional licenses, and more 
than four months before the insertion thereib of the con¬ 
dition now complained of. The new station i*epresents 
a value, according to existing market prices^, of approxi¬ 
mately $300,000, and is of such a character |that for eco¬ 
nomical use and for use in such a manner as to give the 
listening public the full benefit of the service of which 
the station is capable, full operation on a cleared channel 
is necessary (R. 5150—p. 8). 

Section 21 provides, in part, as follows: 

‘TTpon the completion of any station for the 
construction or continued construction for which a 
permit has been granted, and upon it bbing made to 
appear to the licensing authority that all the terms, 
conditions, and obligations set forth iii the applica¬ 
tion and permit have been fully met, land that no 
cause or circumstance arising or first coming to 
the knowledge of the licensing authority since the 
granting of the permit would, in the jjudgment of 
the licensing authority, make the operation of such 
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station against the public interest, the licensing 
authority shall issue a license to the lawful holder 
of said permit for the operation of said station. 
Said license shall conform generally to the terms of 
said permit.” 

Upon completion of its new station, appellant applied 
for a station license, to be effective January 31, 1930, for 
the use of said frequency 1020 k.c. (R. 5150—pp. 4, 87), 
in lieu of which the Commission granted to appellant a 
license containing the condition above quoted (R. 5150— 

p. 16). 

The said condition was inserted without notice to the 
appellant and without hearing or opportunity to be heard. 
Moreover, the Commission’s statement of facts and grounds 
for its decision (R. 5150—pp. 81-82 ) discloses ^‘no cause or 
circumstance arising or first coming to the knowledge of 
the licensing authority since the granting of the permit", 
which would make the operation of such station against 
the public interest or which would justify the inclusion 
in the license granted of a condition or qualification not 
inserted either in the licenses theretofore successively 
granted for the operation of the old station or in the 
construction permit under which the new station was 
erected to replace the old one. 

It is from this decision that the appeal in 5150 is taken. 

Appeals were duly taken under the statute in each 
of the three cases. In the enumerated reasons for appeal 
it is asserted that in inserting the condition complained

The Commission neither fixed nor ^ave notice to 
appellant of any time and/or place for a hearing on said 
applications or either of them, and at no i time was the 
appellant afforded an opportunity to be heaiid with respect

2. Each of the decisions of the Federal Radio Commis¬ 

sion was contrary to public interest, convenience and 
necessity. Public interest, convenience and necessity re- 
quired that appellant’s applications for a station license 
or renewals of its existing licenses for the operation of its 
Chicago stations be granted without qualification or re¬ 
striction other than as contained in its licenses pi-ior to 
October 31, 1929. j 

3. Each of the decisions was likewise contrary to the 
Commission’s own prior decisions as to what Was required 
by public interest, convenience and necessity jwith respect 
to appellant’s stations, in that, beginning with October 12, 
1928, and to October 31, 1929, the Commission had ruled 
that public interest, convenience and necessijty would be 
served by authorizing appellant to operate fuill time on a

5. The decision of the Federal Radio Commission in 
!Xo. 5150 was arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious in 
that it would, without a conclusive showing that public 
interest, convenience or necessity would be served thereby, 
deprive appellant and the public of the use for part or all 
of the time of a station the construction of which has 
lately been completed pursuant to a radio broadcasting 
station construction permit granted by the Federal Radio

7. Each of the decisions of the Federal Radio Com¬ 
mission was erroneous in that, by the insertion of the pro- 
vi.sion complained of in these appeals, the Commission pur¬ 
ported to determine issues not raised by the applications 
on which the decisions were rendered, and to insert con-

further, in that each purports to deprive appellant in ad¬ 
vance of any right to operate on the frequency of 1020 k.c. 
after the expiration of the period of the license granted 
therebv. I

8. Each of the decisions of the Federal Radio Commis¬ 
sion was erroneous in that each deprived appellant in ad¬ 
vance of any right to apply, at the expiration Of the license 
granted thereby, for a renewal of a license nbt subject to 
the restrictions and qualifications contained in said condi¬ 
tion. I 


9. Each of the decisions of the Federal Radio Commis-

sion was erroneous in that each was based upon an errone¬ 
ous interpretation of the law as to what constitutes public 
interest, convenience and necessity; in that eaOh was biised 
on an erroneous interpretation of the Radio;Act of 1927 
in respect (d* the rule of evidence and burden pf proof gov¬ 
erning the determination of public interest, I convenience

and necessity; and in that each was based upon an errone¬ 
ous interpretation of Section 9 of the Radio Act of 1927 as 
amended by Section 5 of tlie Act of March 28,1 1928.

10. If it be held that the Commission did pot err in its 
interpretation of Section 9 of the Radio Actj of 1927, as 
amended, then the amendment as contained in Section 5 


of the Amendatory Act of Mai-cli 28, 1928 i^ unconstitu¬ 
tional and void, in that it is not authorized iby the com¬ 
merce clause or any other provision of the Constitution of 
the United States, and that it is in violation oi^ the require¬ 
ment of the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
I7nited States that no person be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law, and that private prop¬ 
erty .shall not be taken for public use without just com- 
])ensation. | 

11. Each of the decisions of the Federal Radio Commis¬ 
sion was erroneous and void because each sought to deprive 
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the appellant of its property without due process of law 
and to take private property for public use without just 
compensation, in contravention of the Fifth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States. 

ARGUMENT 

1. THE CONDITION INSERTED BY THE COMMIS¬ 
SION IN APPELLANT’S LICENSE RESTRICTED AND 
CIRCUMSCRIBED THE THERETOFORE EXISTING 
RIGHTS AND STATUS OF APPELLANT TO ITS 
PREJUDICE, AND CONSTITUTED A DENIAL BY THE 
COMMISSION OF APPELLANT’S APPLICATION FOR 
RENEWAL OF ITS STATION LICENSE. 

In General Electric Companjf v. Federal Radio Com¬ 
mission, 58 App. D. C. 386, 31 F. (2d) 630, this Court 
held that, whenever on aplication for the renewal of an 
existing license, the Commission, instead of renewing the 
same, grants a new license with qualifications and restric¬ 
tions not contained in the one sought to be renewed, the 
decision rendered constitutes a refusal of the application 
for renewal and is appealable to this Court. 

While the condition imposed does not operate to oust 
the appellant from the use of frcHpiency 1020 k.c. during 
the period of the license granted, the necessary effect is 
to oust the appellant from the use thereof at the termina¬ 
tion of the existing license, in favor of any proper appli¬ 
cant therefor in the Second Zone and to subordinate appel¬ 
lant's right to such further use to the rights of persons 
in the Seirond Zone. This is clearly prejudicial to the 
rights and status of the appellant. 

In fact, the Commission has, since the taking of these 
appeals, actually entered an order granting 1020 k.c. to 
another party i(R. 5192, pending in this ('ourt, pp. 3, 15, 
39, 66, 88). That order has been stayed by this Court 
(R. 5192—p. 79). Had it not been so stayed, the threat 
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implied in the condition complained of would have become 
a fact. I 

Xor is the question merely one relating fp the i^articu- 
lar frequency to be used in the operation pf appellant's 
station. It is the position of the Commissionij as evidenced 
by its statement (K. 5150—p. 82), that tlie frequencies 
now allocated to the Fourth Zone and partii-ularly to the 
City of Chicago, exceed those to which such city and zone 
are fairly entitled. All such frequencies are! now licensed 
to and in use by others. The necessary effect of the en¬ 
forcement of the condition imposed, therefore, will be to 
deprive the appellant automatically of the ilight to oper¬ 
ate its station on any freipiency at all, if at the expiration 
of the license or any renewal thereof, therei is a proper 
Second Zone applicant for the use thereof, unless the 
Commission shall, at the same time, by further affirmative 
action, deprive some other Fourth Zone broadcaster of 
the frequency now in use by it. If the condition is valid 
and enforcible, and has the effect which it jis stated on 
its face to have, the appellant, upon the happening of the 
contingency expressed in the condition, is thus deprived 
not only of the right to use its present frequency but of 
the right to continue the operation of the oldest station 
in the Fourth Zone on any frequency whatsoever, although 
concededly a station of exceptional quality, i This result 
the condition accomplishes, without a hearing, leaving 
the future restoration of appellant’s station \Vholly at the 
will of the Commission. 

II. THE FACT THAT THE CONDITION WAS IN- 
SERTED WITHOUT NOTICE OR HEARING IS IN IT¬ 
SELF A SUFFICIENT GROUND FOR APPEAL AND 
FOR AN ORDER DIRECTING ITS REMOVAL. 


By adjudicating tiie (piestions of fact and ijiw involvcHi 
in its decisions and expressed in the condition imposed. 
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without notice or liOaringy the Coinniission acted in contra¬ 
vention of * Section 11 of the Statute and of the funda¬ 
mental provisions of administrative law. 

In Tinning v. New Jersey^ 211 U. S. 7S, 29 Sup. Ct. 
14, 53 Law Ed. 97, the Supreme Court defined the “two 
fundamental conditions [of due process of law], wliich 
seem to be unanimously prescribed in all systems of law 
established by civilized countries'^, as being that the court 
which assumes to determine the rights of parties shall 
have jurisdiction, and that there shall be notice and oppor¬ 
tunity for hearing given the parties. This fundamental 
requirement, which has been repeatedly held to be etpially 
applicable to administrative decisions, is met by the quoted 
provisions of Section 11 of the Statute. It is there pro¬ 
vided that if the Commission shall have determined upon 
examination of any application that the grant thereof does 
not serve public interest, convenience or necessity, it shall 
notify the applicant of its decision, shall fix and give notice 
of a time and place for hearing, and shall atford the appli¬ 
cant an opportunity to be heard. 

It is no answer to say, as the Commission does ( Oppo¬ 
sition to Motions for Writs of Supersedeas, etc, supra, at 
p. S), that if the condition is void by reason of the absence 
of a hearing, it is of no effect. If void, it should be ex¬ 
punged. On the other hand, whether void or not, unless 
appealed from in the manner provided for in the Act, the 
appellant would probably be deemed to have acquiesced 
therein and be precluded from thereafter raising such 
question. 

*“If upon examination of any application for a station license or for 
the renewal or modification of a station license the licensing authority shall 
determine that public interest, convenience, or necessity would be served by 
the granting thereof, it shall authorize the issuance, renewal, or modifica¬ 
tion thereof in accordance with said finding, hi the event the licensing 
authority upon examination of any such application docs not reach such 
decision zvith resppet thereto, it shall notify the applicant thereof, shall 
fix and give notice of a time and place for hearing thereon, and shall 
afford such applicant an opportunity to be heard under such rules and 
regulations as it may prescribe” (Act of Feb, 23, 1927, c. 169, sec, 11, 44 
Stat. 1167, 47 U. S. C. A. sec. 91). 
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Neither is it any answer to say, as the Commission does 
(R. 5104—p. 24; R. 5150—p. 82), that the condition com¬ 
plained of was omitted from the prior licenses by clerical 
inadvertence and mistake. The fact is that appellant’s 
original license and three successive renewajls thereof con¬ 
tained no such condition (K. 5104—pp. 82,188; R. 5150— 
pp. 64-60). The nature, quality and legal eti’ect of licenses 
granted by the Commission must be deteijmined by the 
tei*ms of the licenses themselves. They cannot be qualified 
by some undisclosed purpose upon the par^ of the Com¬ 
mission, the expression of which was omitted through cler¬ 
ical inadvertence or mistake. i 


III. THE COMMISSION COULD NOT, $VEN AFTER 
A HEARING, INSERT SUCH A CONDITION IN APPEL¬ 
LANT’S LICENSE OR IN ANY OTHER IViANNER RE¬ 
FUSE TO RENEW APPELLANT’S LICENSE, IN THE 
ABSENCE OF A SHOWING OF CLEAR AND SOUND 
REASONS OF PUBLIC POLICY WHY APPELLANT 
SHOULD BE DEPRIVED OF ITS BROADCASTING 
PRIVILEGE. NO SUCH REASON HAS APPEARED. 


In ChU‘(ujo Federation of Labor v. Federi^l Radio Com- 
miHision (App. 1). C.), 41 F. (2d) 422, dej.-ided by this 
Court on May 5, 11)30, the Court had before ijt the conflict¬ 
ing claims of three stations, one ,(WCFL) constructed in 
1926 and the other two (WBBM and KFAB) having a 
longer record of continuous public service.! The Court 
was tliere i^resented with an issue identical; with that in 
the present case, viz.: the question as to wl^tt finding is 
necessary before a prior station can be deprived of its 
broadcasting privilege in favor of a subseqluent station. 
The Court said, 41 F. (2d) at p. 423: 

‘Mt is not consistent with true piiblic conven¬ 
ience, interest or necessity that meritoHous stations 
like WBBM and KFAIi should be! deprived of 


i 






broudcasting privileges when once granted to them, 
which they have at great cost prepared themselves 
to exercise, unless clear and sound reasons of pub¬ 
lic policy demand such action. The cause of inde¬ 
pendent broadcasting in general would be seriously 
endangered and public interests correspondingly 
prejudiced, if the licenses of established stations 
should arbitrarily be withdi*awn from them and ap¬ 
propriated to the use of other stations. This state¬ 
ment does not imply any derogation of the con¬ 
trolling rule that all broadcasting privileges are 
held subject to the reasonable regulatory power of 
the United States, and that the public convenience, 
interest and necessity are the paramount considera¬ 
tions. 

^‘Accordingly in our opinion no part of the priv¬ 
ileges now held bv stations WBBM and IvFAB 
under the Government's prior licenses should be 
taken from them, nor their usefulness im])aired up¬ 
on the shoAving made by this record.*' 

This decision is controlling in the present case. Here 
tliere is no showing in the record as to why appellant's 
broadcasting privilege should be taken from it or its use¬ 
fulness impaired. On the contrary, it is admitted by the 
Commission that appellant's station was the first station in 
its zone, and that its broadcasting service is of exceptional 
(juality, supra, p. 2. 

If and when the Commission decides that sucli doubt 
has been cast upon the quality of the broadcasting service 
alTorded by appellant as to justify an incjuiry whether 
appellant\s station any longer .serves public interest, con¬ 
venience or necessity, the burden of proving that appel¬ 
lant's station no longer serves public convenience, interest 
and necessity must be upon the applicant who seeks to 
dislodge appellant. Appellant does not dispute the i*ight 
of the Commission to summon it to a hearing, at which the 
manner in Avhich it has discharged its stewardship as a 
broadcaster may be called in question and subjected to 
the test of public interest, convenience or necessity. But 
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by tile Commission's own rules and rej^ulations, expressly 
approved by this Court in the Chicago Federation of 
Labor case, such a case must be presented iupon the ap- 
l)lication of a newcomer for use of appellant's frequency. 
The burden of proving its superior rights, measured by the 
paramount standard of public interest, convenience or 
necessity, must be upon the newcomer. j 

To require appellant itself to sustain at j any time, at 
the will of the Commission, an affirmative burden of 

' i 

proving its right to the continued use of the j broadcasting 
privileges Avhich have beeen gi*anted to it b^ the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce and bv the Commission itself, and in 
respect of which appellant has made a large investment 
and exercised a continuous diligence in jbroadcasting, 
would be to expose property rights to a tenure so pre¬ 
carious as to be inconsistent with the unqu^tioned prin¬ 
ciples of the common law, and totally unnetessary from 
the ])oint of view of the legitimate exercise qf the federal 
regulatory power over the ether. j 

The claritv and evident equitv of this Coib-t's decision 
on this point in the Chicago Federation of Labor case 
would, we should have supposed, have rendered further 
discussion unnecessary. As the Commission's action has 

I 

made it necessary to discuss it, we may proceed to point 
out Avhy, ill our opinion, this decision is not; only sound, 
but has in fact settled most of the constitutional 
questions which have provided so much of the difficulty 
under the Radio Act. The decision brings tlie Radio Act 
into harmony with the Constitution, as interpreted by Mr. 
Chief Justice Hughes in his brief before this pourt in the 
WGV case. He likened the rights of a broadcaster to 
various well known property rights (thqse of first 
settlors; of owners and users of trade marks and trade 
names: of public utility companies first laying wires in 
a particular spot), and maintained that, so ibng as those 
parties continued to serve public convenience, their pri- 


ority entitled them to an immunity from dispossession. 
This was not to argue that priority gave an absolute right 
contrary to public convenience. So, this Court has now 
laid it down that an older station cannot be removed un¬ 
less ‘^clear and sound reasons of public policy'^ appear 
to support the removal. 

The fundamental constitutional requirement is that the 
fii’st to develop broadcasting in a given territoi*y shall not 
be deprived of his right to continue operations in the new 
field in which he has pioneered, unless ‘^clear and sound 
reasons of public policy demand such action’’. His right 
is not absolute; it may not be asserted against the rea¬ 
sonable regulatory power of the United States or against 
the paramount standard of public interest, convenience or 
necessity; but until it conflicts with public interest, con¬ 
venience or uccessity, he will be protected against the 
arbitrary withdrawal of his license. 

IV. UPON COMPLETION OF ITS NEW STATION 
UNDER A CONSTRUCTION PERMIT ISSUED BY THE 
COMMISSION, APPELLANT BECAME ENTITLED TO 
AN UNQUALIFIED STATION LICENSE FOR FRE¬ 
QUENCY 1020 K.C. 

Section -I of the Radio Act of 11)27 (44 Stat. 1170) 
provides for tlie issuance of construction permits by the 
licensing authority. After setting forth certain conditions 
with which applicants for construction permits must com¬ 
ply, the Section provides: 

‘T'pon (he completion of any station for the 
construction or continued construction for which 
a permit has been granted, and upon it being made 
to appear to the licensing authority that all the 
terms, conditions, and obligations set forth in the 
application and permit have been fully met, and 
that no cause or cii-cumstance arising or first com- 


ing to the knowledge of the licen^i>ing authority 
since the granting of the permit would, in the judg¬ 
ment of the licensing authority, make the operation 
of such station against the publici interest, the 
licensing authority shall issue a license to the law¬ 
ful holder of said permit for the operation of said 
station. Said license shall conforni generally to 
the terms of said permit.'’ | 

Appellant’s new station KYW-KFKX w|is constructed 
])ursuant to a construction permit granted by the Com¬ 
mission on June 11, 1929, authorizing the appellant to 
construct a broadcasting station to be ope|*ated on com¬ 
pletion on a cleared channel or frequency! of 1020 k.c., 
unlimited time. The permit thus granted! contained no 
qualification or condition other than those jcommonly in¬ 
corporated in construction permits and was without any 
such restrictive provision as that herein complained of (R. 
5150—pp. 89-91). On July 16, 1929 thej permit thus 
granted was slightly modified with respect to location, but 
no condition or restriction similar to the oiie herein com¬ 
plained of was expressed or implied in said modificaton 
(R. 5150—pp. 91-9J). Likewise, a subseciueiit application 
for extension of the time in which the new jj;tation was to 
l)e completed were filed with the Commission, and was 
granted without anv condition or restriction such as the 
one herein complained of (R. 5150—p. 8).| Appellant’s 
new Station KYW-KFKX was completed Ion December 
24, 1929 (R. 5150—pp. 8, 87). On or about!December 29, 
1929 application for a license for the use! of frequency 
1020 k.c. by this new station was made (R. 15150—p. 87). 

Fnder Section 21 of the Radio Act of! 1927, quoted 
above, the Commission was under duty to issue a license 
to the appellant, which license should haye conformed 
generally to the terms of the permit under ^yhich the new 
station was constructed. The license issued to appellant 
by the Commission on Januaiy 31, 1930 ^R. 5150—pp. 
16-17), containing the condition complained of, did not 
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conform generally to the terms of said construction per¬ 
mit. It was not such a license as is contemplated by the 
Statute. 

Tlie insertion of the condition is, likewise, contrary 
to the spirit of the statute. It seems clear that Section 
21 of the Act, and particularly that portion of the section 
above quoted, was incor]H)i'ated by (/ongress in order to 
protect applicants in these and similar cases. Congress 
foresaw tlie injustice to an applicant to permit said appli¬ 
cant to construct a broadcasting station and, upon com¬ 
pletion thereof, to deny a license for the operation of same. 
It, therefore, made it compulsory upon the licensing au- 
thoritv to issue a license to the lawful bolder of a con- 
struction permit. That the statute is compulsory upon 
the licensing authority is clear from the use of the woi-d 
‘‘sliair- in the following connection: * the licensing 

authority shall issue a license to the lawful bolder of said 
permit for the operation of said station." [Italics sup¬ 
plied.] 

As heretofore shown, the Commission itself ^Treely ad¬ 
mits'^ that appellant's station is ‘‘of exceptional quality", 
and “would always be able to show [that it] will serve 
public interest to operate on some suitable frequency". 

Under these circumstances, the law does not permit a 
license to be withheld to the applicant, but, on the contrary, 
such applicant is entitled to a license to operate the station 
as a matter of course, and is furtlier entitled to have such 
license “conform generally to the terms of" the construc¬ 
tion permit. A license with the proviso such as was in¬ 
serted bv the Commission does not so conform. 

%/ 

Appellant fully complied with all the terms, condi¬ 
tions and obligations set forth in application for the con¬ 
struction permit and in the permit issued to it for tbe 
construction of its new .station KYW-KFKX. Appellant 
was and is tbe lawful holder of said construction permit. 
Under the statute, supra^ p. 14, the only grounds on which 
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the Commission can refuse the application oi‘ the holder of 
a construction permit for a station license^ are a failure 
by the permittee to meet his obligations under the permit 
or the presence of some cause or circumstanbe making the 
operation of such station against the public interest and 
first arising or coming to the attention of tlie Commission 
since the grant of the license. The Commission's state¬ 
ment reveals no failure of appellant to meet its obligations 
and no causes or circumstances, ^^arising oi* first coming 
to the knowledge of the licensing authority si|nce the grant¬ 
ing of the permit'’, which would make thej operation of 
appellant’s station against the public interesj: (see R. 5150 
’—p. 82). In fact, no such failure, and no such causes or 
circumstances, existed. The Commission is, | therefore, re¬ 
quired under the Act to issue to appellant (i license con¬ 
forming in general terms to the permit granted by it. 

Richmond Deceloimienf Corporation v. F!ederal Radio 
CommUsion (App. J). C.), 35 F. (2d) 883, fully supports 
the api)elhint's contention in this regard. In that case, 
the Development Corporation had begun the construction 
of a broadcasting station iiursuant to a permit granted 
by rlie Commission. The time specified in the permit 
within which the station was to have been d*ompleted ex¬ 
pired prior to its completion. Application for an exten¬ 
sion of time in which to complete the station iwas made by 
the Development Corporation, but was denied by the Com¬ 
mission. Some 130,000 had been expended or was about 
to be expended by the Development Corporation. Upon 
appeal, this Court, after calling attention to the heavy 
loss that would be suffered as a consequence of the Com¬ 
mission's denial of the application, held the Commission 
to be under a duty to grant the application and remanded 
the case with directions that .said applicatioh be granted. 
In the course of its opinion the Court very strongly indi¬ 
cated that, upon completion of the station, a| license must 
be issued for its operation. I 

i 


I 
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Tlie instant case is strikingly like that case. Here, the 
appellant had completed the construction of a station hav¬ 
ing a value of approximately $300,000 (K. 5150—p. S). 
It must, and will, expend thousands of dollars annually 
on maintaining and operating said station. 

It is difficult to imagine any proposition more inequit¬ 
able than that contended for bv the Commission: that a 
citizen, who has constructed a station at great expense 
and in reliance upon the grant of a permit by a govern¬ 
ment body, may find, when he has completed his construc¬ 
tion, that the government body in question had ^dnad- 
vertently^' overlooked the fact that the permittee’s zone 
had been allocated an excess number of frequencies, and 
may thereupon summarily (and without a hearing) be 
deprived of the use of his station. 

V. THE GROUNDS OF THE DECISIONS AS 
STATED BY THE COMMISSION ITSELF ARE BASED 
(1) UPON PURPORTED FINDINGS OF FACT MADE 
WITHOUT HEARING AND UNSUPPORTED BY ANY 
EVIDENCE, AND (2) UPON AN ERRONEOUS INTER¬ 
PRETATION OF THE ACT AND OF THE COMMIS¬ 
SION'S POWERS THEREUNDER. 

The Commission says, in its ^"Opposition to Appel¬ 
lants Petition for Leave to Adduce Additional Evidence'^, 
filed in No. 5150: 

‘‘The i3urported appeal herein involves only a 
question of law, namely, the mandatory provisions 
of Section 5 of the Amendment approved March 28, 
1928, to the Radio Act of 1927, which requires an 
equal division of transmitting facilities, including 
frequencies, between the five zones created by the 
Radio Act of 1927.” (Italics ours). 

Implicit in this statement of the ""only’’ issue is the 
assumption that the Act requires mathematical equality 
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as among the several zones. On the contrajry, all that the 
•amendment referred to requires is that i 

I 

u* * * licensing authority shall, as nearly as 
possiblej make and maintain an equjjtl allocation of 
broadcasting licenses, of bands of| frequency or 
wave lengths, of periods of time for joperation, and 
of station power, to each of said zones when and 
in so far as there are applications therefor. * * 

AVhether an existing allocation of frequen^-ies meets the 
standards of this section is thus not a merie simple prob¬ 
lem in mathematics but a question of fact.! In the Com¬ 
mission’s ^‘Statement of facts and Groundsi for decision” 
in No. 5150, under the heading ‘‘Findings! and Grounds 
for Decision”, the Commission purports to find (R. 5150 
—p. 82, par. [6]) that the radio broadcasting facilities 
now allocated to and in use in the Fourth Zone, and par¬ 
ticularly in Chicago, are already in excess of its fair and 
equitable share of such facilities, as determined and fixed 
by the provision quoted above. This finding, as well as 

♦“It is hereby declared that the people of all the zones iestablished by sec¬ 
tion 82 of this chapter are entitled to equality of radio broadcasting service, 
both of transmission and of reception, and in order to provide said equality 
the licensing authority shall as nearly as possible make! and maintain an 
equal allocation of broadcasting licenses, of bands of frequency or wave 
lengths, of periods of time for operation, and of station ipower, to each of 
said zones when and in so far as there are applications tperefor, and shall 
make a fair and equitable allocation of licenses, wave lengths, time for oper¬ 
ation, and station power to each of the States, the District] of Columbia, the 
Territories and possessions of the United States within each zone, according 
to population. The licensing authority shall carry into Effect the equality 
of broadcasting service hereinbefore directed, whenever nejressary or proper,

for the balance of the proportion not applied for from aijiy zone, to appli¬ 
cants from other zones for a temporary period of ninet:|^ days each, and 
shall specifically designate that said apprtionment is only] for said tempo¬ 
rary period. Allocations shall be charged to the State, District, Territory, 
or possession wherein the studio of the station is located aind not where the 
transmitter is located.’ [Feb. 23, 1927, c. 169, § 9, 44 Stat, 11166, as amended 
Mar. 28, 1928, c. 263, § 5, 45 Stat. 373.] i

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all other purported findings of fact, was made without 
hearing and is based upon no evidence. The allocations 
thus condemned were made by the Commission itself. 
While tlie Commission doubtless may from time to time 
modify its own allocations and assignments, and while it 
is without doubt possessed of a wide discretion in aj>ply- 
ing the standards of the amendment quoted, its findings 
must of necessity be based upon evidence and made after 
hearing, particulaidy when the rights of already licensed 
broadcasting s^tations are involved. In so far, therefore, 
as tiie action of the Commission purports to be based upon 
this or other findings of fact, it is void. 

Moreover, from the mere fact, if it be a fact, that either 
the Fourth Zone, or the City of Chicago has by the stand¬ 
ards of the Davis Amendment, an excess of broadcasting 
facilities, it does not follow that the appellant must be 
deprived of its channel or frequency for the purpose of 
correcting this situation. Suppose, for example, that fre¬ 
quency 1020 k.c. were properly to be taken from the Fourth 
Zone. It would bv no means follow that the station which 
happens to occupy 1020 k.c. should be the one to be de¬ 
prived of a clear channel and forced to abandon opera¬ 
tions. The primary standard of the Act is not that of 
/the Davis Amendment but of public interest, convenience 
and necessity, in respect of which, as held by this Court 
in Chicago Federation of Labor v. Federal Radio Com¬ 
mission^ sKpra^ priority of use as between stations must 
be considered. Even assuming that Chicago or the Fourth 
Zone has an excess of broadcasting facilities, the Commis¬ 
sion is without authority under the Act, and particularly 
without any hearing, arbitrarily to select one of the sta¬ 
tions now operating in that zone, and particularly the 
oldest one, as the one to be deprived of the use of its 
existing facilities in order to bring about the equality 
believed by the Commission to be required by the amend¬ 
ment. 


The Commission also purports to find (R.; 5104—p. 24; 
R. 5150—p. 82) that the condition complajned of ‘Svas 
inadvertently and mistakenly omitted from pnor licenses 
of appellant but that appellant had knowl^ge of such 
condition’^ These findings are unsupported by any evi¬ 
dence and contrary to the fact. The statenjient that the 
condition was inadvertentlv and mistakenlv Omitted from 
prior licenses, were it true, would be clearly insufficient 
to qualify or restrict the unconditional licenses theretofore 
granted to the appellant, unless the appellant accepted 
such licenses with full knowledge that t^ie condition 
omitted was intended to be included therein but inad¬ 
vertentlv and mistakenlv omitted therefrom. | On the con- 
trary, it appears from the Commission's own I records that 
appellant was without such knowledge and had every 
reason to assume that its prior licenses were precisely 
what they purported to be, namely, unconditional and un¬ 
restricted licenses. 

The Commission relies solely for its contention on 
General Order No. 40, dated August 30, 1928, by which 
frequency 1020 k.c. was allocated to the Second Zone 
(R. 5104—p. 29; R. 5150—p. 93). Pursuant Ito this Gen¬ 
eral Order, a list of frequency allocations by i^tations was 
published on September 8, 1928. As previously stated, 
the appellant had at that time been operating upon cleared 
channels in the Fourth Zone since 1921 and; was at the 
time operating on 570 k.c., which frequency jiad thereto¬ 
fore been maintained at all times bv the Commission as a 

v I 

cleared channel. In General Order No. 40 frequency 570 
k.c. ceased to be a cleared channel and was de^gnated for 
simultaneous operation by a number of stations. In lieu 
thereof, under the assignment following General Order No. 
40, appellant's station was assigned to 1000 k.c.^ designated 
as a cleared channel allocated to the Fourth Zone (R. 
5104—p. 4; R. 5150, p. 6). j 

Thereafter the allocation of frequencies thu^ made was 
revised by thfe Commission on October 12, 11928 by the 
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adoption of an order putting into effect a “Revised list of 
broadcasting i stations by frequencies effective 3 A. M. 
iJovember 11, 1928 Eastern Standard Time’^ (R. 5104— 
pp. 4, 34; R. 5150—pp. 18, 98). Under this revised allo¬ 
cation 1020 k.c. was definitely allocated and assigned to 
appellant's station KYW-KFKX, a Fourth Zone station, 
and thus allocated and assigned to the Fourth Zone (R. 
5104—pp. 5, 6, 50; R. 5150—pp. 7, 9, 31). Pursuant to 
this action the Commission thereafter, on October 31, 
1928, issued to appellant a license covering the period 
from November 11, 1928 to January 31, 1929, for full time 
operation on 1020 k.c., without qualification or restriction, 
and thereafter renewed or extended the same on three 
separate occasions without qualification or restriction (R. 
5104—pp. 5, 16, 26 and 28; R. 5150—pp. 7, 64, 65, 66, 69 
and 81). 

The primary purpose of General Order No. 40 was so 
to allocate frequencies as to comply with the requirements 
of substantial e(iuality required by Sec. 5 of the Act of 
March 28, 1928, commonly known as the Davis Amend¬ 
ment. In subsequently adopting the revised allocations 
on October 12, 1928 the Commission expressly found that 
the changes therein made were “necessarv to carrv out 
and to comply with * * * the provisions of Section 5 of 
the Act of Congress approved March 28, 1928” (R. 5104— 
p. 35; R. 5150—p. 99). Clearly, therefore, the action 
taken on October 12, 1928 constituted a modification of 
General Order No. 40, whereby frequency 1020 k.c. was 
assigned and allocated to the Fourth Zone. 

Moreover, the Act nowhere provides for the allocation 
or assignment of frequencies by general orders but only 
by the granting of licenses. The Davis Amendment itself 
provides that the licensing authority shall carry its pro¬ 
visions into effect by “granting or refusing licenses”. It 
also expressly provides that whenever a license is granted 
to an applicant for one zone for a frequency intended for 
permanent use in another zone, such license shall be for 




a temporary period of ninety days only, ^‘aind shall spe¬ 
cifically designate that. said apportionment is only for 
said temporary period/' The nature and quality of the 
license is thus expressly required by the ^tatute to be 
designated in the license itself. Xo conditi(|>n or qualifi¬ 
cation having been expressed in the licens^ granted to 
appellant following the revised allocation adapted October 

i 

12, 1928, the license so granted bectame unconditional. So 
far from having knowledge that the conditioin inserted a 
year later had been inadvertently or mistakenly omitted, 
the appellant was definitely advised by the Commissioner 
for the Fourth Zone to the contrary. The appellant’s first 
knowledge that its frequency had been shifted from 1000 
k.c. (a Fourth Zone frequency) to 1020 k.c., jwas derived 
from a telegram from Commissioner Pickard to Mr. Horn, 
appellant’s Superintendent of Radio Operations, reading 

in part as follows (R. 5150—p. 72) : i

^^KYW changed to ten twenty kilocycles instead 
of one thousand Stop New frequency Imade avail¬ 
able to zone four hy exchange with I zone two/^ 
(Italics ours). 

Thereafter the following exchange of correspondence 
took place between Commissioner Pickard and Mr. Horn:

I sincerely hope that these last changed have 
smoothed out your difficulties in Chicago. I have 
under construction entirely new frequency control 
apparatus which I will now change to 1,020 kilo¬ 
cycles instead of 1,000, for which it is being built.

To this Commissioner Pickard promptly replied as follows

This time division was unsatisfac¬ 
tory and in order to relieve the situation, WHAS 
was assigned full time on 820 vacated by WWJ. 
Zone 4 then cleared one-half of l,160i for WWVA, 
thus freeing l/)20 for use in Zone 4-| you can 
readily see this exchange worked out to the mutual

Before issuance and acceptance of its licehse therefor, 
the appellant had been officially advised of the ^^transfer 
of 1020 k.c. to Zone 4”, thus ^Treeing” it ^Tor juse in Zone 
4” as a result of “an exchange * * * to the mutual advan¬ 
tage of both zones in every way”. 

Thereafter the license was issued and accepted. 

The Commission’s purported finding that the appellant 
accepted the license issued to it in October,! 1928, with 
notice that it contained an implied condition similar in 
terms to that inserted a year later, which had been inad¬ 
vertently and mistakenly omitted from the oiriginal and 
successive licenses, is, therefore, not only unsupported by 
any evidence but contradicted by the Commifesion’s own 
record. Neither does the record of the Commission con- 

i 

I 
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tain any evidence whatsoever that the omission was inad¬ 
vertent or the result of mistake. 

The contention the Commission makes that this fre¬ 
quency is still assigned to the Second Zone, capable of use 
by Fourth Zone stations only until the appearance of a 
proper application for its use in the Second Zone is incon¬ 
sistent with,the action taken by it in October, 1928, and 
the interpretation placed upon such action by the Commis¬ 
sion itself. It is, of course, true that General Order No. 
40 was not in express terms amended, but no such amend¬ 
ment was required. As hitherto pointed out, the Commis¬ 
sion’s assignment of frequencies to stations and zones is 
made through the issuance of licenses. The Commission, 
without any modification or amendment of General Order 
No. 40 whatsoever, could, if it had seen fit to do so, have 
granted to appellant an unconditional license for the use 
of 1020 k.c. which, when granted, would have had the effect 
of assigning such frequency to the Fourth Zone, in which 
appellant’s station is located. This is so because the Com¬ 
mission’s only authority to act in respect of the allocation 
and assignment of frequencies is by the granting or refus¬ 
ing of licenses and because the act expressly provides that, 
where the license granted is intended to be a temporary 
license, only, of a frequency intended for permanent use in 
a zone other than that of the licensee, the license shall so 
designate. 

The fact is, however, that the Commission did bv for- 
mal action adqpt a revised allocation said to be made neces¬ 
sary by the Davis Amendment, under which 1020 k.c. was 
assigned to a Fourth Zone station. If by reason of its fail¬ 
ure formally to amend General Order 40 or for any other 
reason any ambiguity arises as to the effect of the action 
then taken, the Commission, by granting an unconditional 
license and thereafter renewing or extending the same on 
three separate occasions without qualification or restric- 
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1

tion, has itself interpreted the action then taken as a mod¬ 
ification or amendment of General Order No. 40 (if such 
modification or amendment be necessary) and may not 
now be heard to say that the licenses thus granted were 
subject to the condition now sought to be read into them.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE 

These appeals grow out of substantially the same 

I 

.state of facts involving Commission actidn upon 

i 

appellant’s applications for renewal licejuses in 
successive license periods. j 

Appellant owns and controls Stations KYW- 
KFKX and KYWA which are synchronizjed and 
for purposes of this appeal may be treated as a 
single station, KYW-KFKX. This station has 
been continuously licensed up to the present time 
with varying amounts of power and on several 
different frequencies. Prior to the adoption of 
General Order 40 on August 30, 1928, appellant 
had been operating on the frequency of 570 kilo¬ 
cycles. Under the tentative assignment o|f Sep-

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tember 8,1928, following General Order 40, appel¬ 
lant’s station was assigned to the 1,000-kilocycle 
frequency (R. 5104, p. 4; R. 5150, p. 6), but never 
did operate thereon. Thereafter in the revised 
allocation of October 12, 1928 (R. 5104, p. 33), its 
assignment was changed to the frequency of 1,020 
kilocycles which was designated by General Order 
40 for use by stations in the Second Zone (R. 5104, 
p. 30). At the same time the Commission author¬ 
ized the,use of the 1,160-kilocycle frequency, allo¬ 
cated as a cleared channel to the Fourth Zone, for 
use (half time) by Station WWVA at Wheeling, 
W. Va. The remainder of the time on that fre¬ 
quency was to be used by Station WO WO at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., a Fourth Zone station. The basis 
for this arrangement is set forth in the Commis¬ 
sion’s minutes of October 12, 1928, as follows 
(R. 5104, p. 35): 

Commissioners Robinson and Pickard pre¬ 
sented to the Commission an arrangement 
between them affecting the Second and 
Fourth Zones, whereby, under said revised 
allocation, the Second Zone received a favor¬ 
able assignment on 920 kilocvcles for a De- 
troit station, and the Fourth Zone borrowed 
the use of one-half time on a cleared channel 

for use bv a Fourth Zone station. The latter 

«/ 

portion of the arrangement was accom¬ 
plished by the Fourth Zone being given the 
use of full time on 1,020 kilocycles and the 
Second Zone being given the use of half time 
on 1,160 kilocycles. By motion duly made 
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I 


and carried the Commission approved this 
arrangement. I 

Although appellant’s station was locate in the 
Fourth Zone such an arrangement could be pro¬ 
vided for under the ‘‘borrowing” clause of Section 
5 of the Amendment to the Radio Act of 1927, 
whereby facilities allocated for the use of j one par¬ 
ticular zone might be used temporarily ini another. 
Fully cognizant of this arrangement, of tljie provi¬ 
sions of the said Amendatorv Act, and of j General 
Order 40 promulgated pursuant thereto, Appellant 
received licenses to operate on the 1,020-kilocycle 
frequency covering the period from November 11, 
1928, to the present time. Each of these | licenses 
were issued and accepted subject to the provision 
that the 1,020-kilocycle frequency was specifically 
allocated to the Second Zone and therefore could 
only be used conditionally in the Fourth Zone. 

Under these circumstances the Commission, on 
October 21,1929, authorized the issuance of 'licenses 
for appellant’s station in precisely the sanqe terms 
as requested but wdth the insertion of the | follow¬ 
ing language: 

This license is issued with the specific un¬ 
derstanding that the cleared channel | or fre¬ 
quency of 1,020 kilocycles has been aUocated 
for use by stations in the Second Zdne cre¬ 
ated by Section 2 of the Radio Act qf 1927, 
and this license is issued only for a tempo¬ 
rary period of 90 days and will not| be re¬

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made for the use thereof by a proper appli¬ 
cant or applicants within said Second Zone 

above referred to. (R. 5104, p. 84.)

Appellant, thereafter, on the basis of this action 
of the Commission filed its ‘^Notice of Appeal” (No.. 
5104^5105) on November 19, 1929, in this Court. 
The Commission moved to dismiss the appeals on 
the ground that they were not seasonably nor prop- 
eiiv taken in accordance with Section 16 of the 
Radio Act and these motions are still pending for 
the Court’s determination. 

During this period, appellant had been granted 
a construction pei*mit for a new transmitter which 
was coinpletely installed by December 24, 1929, 
when application was made for a license to operate 
the station. On January 31,1930, the Commission 
granted the application for the term January 31, 
1930, to April 30,1930, for the same frequency, for 
the same hours of operation, with a minimum 
power of 10 kilowatts, and inserted the same lan¬ 
guage which had been included in previous licenses. 
(E. 5150, p. 197.) As a result of this action an¬ 
other appeal. No. 5150, was taken presenting ques¬ 
tions essentially similar to those in cases No. 
5104 and 5105. There are some material differ¬ 
ences in the facts alleged in the several ‘^Notices of 
Appeal”:but these need not be considered at this 
time since they do not affect the primary issue 
involved which is identical in each case. A motion 
to dismiss the later case. No. 5150, on the ground 
that it presented no justiciable or appealable ques- 
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tion, was also duly filed but hearing thereon was 
postponed until it might be heard witt similar 
motions in cases No. 5104 and 5105. I 

ARGUMENT 

1. The Notices of Appeal in cases No. 5104 and No. 5105 
were not filed within 20 days after the decision com¬ 
plained of became effective 

j 

Section 16 of the Radio Act of 1927 i(44 Stat. 
1162) provides that an appeal may be t^ken ‘‘by 
filing with said court, within twenty days j after the 
decision complained of is effective, notice ih writing 
of said appeal and of the reasons therefoi*.” 

The notices of appeal in cases No. $104 and 
5105 were filed November 19, 1929, m^re than 
twenty days after the Commission’s decision of Oc¬ 
tober 21, 1929, renewing appellant’s licenses for 
the period beginning October 31, 1929, was ren¬ 
dered and became effective. Under the court’s de¬ 
cision in By-Products Coal Co, v. Federdl Radio 
Commission, No. 4984, J. P, Burton Coal Cq. v. Fed-

eral Radio Commission, No. 4988, and Wilmington 
Trcmsportation Co. v. Federal Radio Commission, 
No. 5118, the appeals in the present cases haust also 
be dismissed. In the Burton and By-Products 
cases the Commission’s decisions refusing!applica¬ 
tions for renewal of licenses were rendered) May 29, 
1929, while the notices of appeal were filed!June 20, 
1929, twenty-two days after the decisiops com¬ 
plained of were rendered. The Commission moved 
to dismiss, whereupon appellants raised the point

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that their existing licenses did not expire until June 

1.1929, that the decisions refusing renewal were not 
effective until that date, and that the notices of 
appeal, filed June 20, 1929, were therefore not too 
late. The Court overruled this contention and dis¬ 
missed the appeals. 

The same result was reached in the Wnmington 
case where the Commission’s decision denying a 
renewal license was rendered on November 19,1929, 
and notice was sent to the applicant on November 

29.1929, ten days later, yet for purposes of appeal, 
the effective date was held to be that on which the 
decision was rendered. In each of the above cases, 
as well as the instant ones, appellants have con¬ 
fused the effective date of the Commission’s deci¬ 
sions and the effective date of the renewal or refusal 
of licenses. Of course, the Commission could spec¬ 
ify an effective date later than the actual date 
of its decision, but othervdse for all practical pur¬ 
poses we must consider the decision as final and 
conclusive when it is made. 

The rule limiting the time of appeal from deci¬ 
sions of the Commission to this Court has no refer¬ 
ence to notice of the decision given to appellant. It 
is from the date of the decision that time for taking 
the appeal must be reckoned and not from the time 
of sending notice of the decision to the party against 
whom it is made. Burton v. Bentley, 14 App. 
D. C. 471. 

The limitation of time for taking an appeal must 
be considered of equal force when applied to the 
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decision of an administrative or quasi-judicial tri¬ 
bunal or to the judgment of a court. In either case, 
the established rule is that time begins to run when 
the decision or judgment is entered; it;is then 
effective. The decisions of the Commission with 
respect to this appellant in cases Nos. 5104 and 
5105 were rendered on October 21, 1929, ahd since 
the notices of appeal were not filed within the pre¬ 
scribed statutory time from that date it i is sub- 
mitted that the two causes should be dismissed. 

2. Appellant’s licenses have each been issued siiibject to 
the provisions of the Davis amendment andi General 
Order No. 40 |

The specific action of which the appellant com¬ 
plains, namely, the insertion of certain language 
in its licenses, was taken pursuant to and in direct 
compliance with Section 5 of the Amendatbry Act 
of March 28, 1928 (45 Stat. 373), commoply re¬ 
ferred to as the Davis Amendment, which contains, 
in part, the following: I 

Provided, That if and when there is a lack 
of applications from any zone for the pro¬ 
portionate share of licenses, wave lengths^ 
time of operation, or station power to which 
such zone is entitled, the licensing authority 
may issue licenses for the balance of tke pro¬ 
portion not applied for from any zone, to 
applicants from other zones for a temporary 
period of ninety days each, and shall specifi¬ 
cally designate that said apportionipent is 
only for said temporary period. 

21642—30 - 2 ! 
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The wording of this section is clear and unam¬ 
biguous. It requires an equal allocation of facili¬ 
ties to each of the zones and this equality may be 
disturbed only ‘‘when there is a lack of applications 
from any zone,” at which time the unused facilities 
may be designated for temporary use in another 
zone. If the provision above quoted is valid, then 
the action taken by the Commission must be sus¬ 
tained. If it is invalid, then appellant's conten¬ 
tions (Brief, p. 7, 10) as to the effect of the Com¬ 
mission’s action are correct. 

As a general rule a proviso is intended to take 
a special case or class of cases out of the operation 
of the section in which it is found. (Waynmn v. 
Southard, 10 Wheat. 1, 30; 6 L. ed. 253, 259; TJ. S. 
V. McElvain, 272 U. S. 633, 635; 71 L. ed. 451; 
McDonald v. U, S,, 279 U. S. 21, 73 L. ed. 582.) 
In some measure it tends to modify the clause by 
which it is preceded. The initial purport of the 
Davis Aijiendment is to provide equality among 
the zones but the subsequent proviso permits and 
in fact expressly proposes that exceptions be made 
in certain cases. The proviso, however, is not lim¬ 
ited in its effect to that part of the enactment with 
which it is immediately associated. It may apply 
generally to all cases within the meaning of the lan¬ 
guage used. (Z7. S, V. Babbitt, 1 Black 55,17 L. ed. 
94; Springer v. Philippine Islands, 277 U. S. 189, 
72 L. ed. 845, 851.) For the proper construction 
of the provision in question consideration need not 
be limited to the subdivision in which it is found.

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The general purpose of the entire section should 
be taken into account. (Z7. S, v. Whitridge, 197 
U. S. 135, 49 L. ed. 696, 698.) This the Coininission 
has accomplished by a construction whibh in no

way alters or extends the scope of the I Act but 
rather carries out the legislative intent to| have all 
facilities continuously in use while at the same time 
preserving the idea of ultimate equality aiiiong the 
zones. I 

What Congress has done is to provide |the con-

ditions upon the happening of which thero may be 
an exception to the general rule of equality. This 
proviso thus becomes as important in any determi¬ 
nation made by the Commission as other regularly 
enacted sections of the Act. Whenever icircum-

stances arise under which the proviso mighlj become

operative it assumes the full force and effect of any 
other provision. In other words, althoughj the ap¬ 
plication of the so-called ‘‘borrowing clause i’ is con¬ 
tingent upon the existence of a special state 6f facts,

namely, lack of sufficient applications froni a par¬ 
ticular zone, it nevertheless is a feature of ithe law 
to which all broadcasting licensees are subject and, 
hence, requires no reenactment by Comjnission 
regulation. | 

Congress made it the Commission’s dut^f to en¬ 
force the condition prescribed, and in the absence 
of either inhibition or of a requirement cif some

other procedure there is no ground for saying the 
Commission has been debarred from taking the 
action which it did in the instant case.

By General Order 40, proiaulgated August 28, 
1928, the Commission attempted to incorporate in 
the form of a regulation that which it believed was

necessary for compliance with the Davis Amend¬ 
ment. (R. 5104, p. 29-32.) Stations were first 
classified as to the type of service to be rendered 
and after designating all available frequencies for 
the particular service to which they were best 
adapted, they were assigned and apportioned 
equally among the several zones. With reference 
to cleared channels the following assignments were 
made (R. 5104, p. 30): 

First Zone: 660, 710, 760, 860, 990, 1,060, 
1,100, and 1,150 kc. 

Second Zone: 700, 750, 820, 900, 1,020, 
1,070, 1,110, and 1,170 kc. 

Third Zone: 650, 740, 800, 850,1,040,1,080, 
1,140, and 1,190 kc. 

Fourth Zone: 670, 720, 770, 810, 870,1,000, 
1,090, and 1,160 kc. 

Fifth Zone: 640, 680, 790, 830, 970, 1,050, 
1,130, and 1,180 kc. 

The frequency here in question and used by 
appellant, namely, 1,020 kilocycles, is shown to have 
been specifically designated for use in the Second 
Zone as a,cleared channel. In other words, it be¬ 
came available for use whenever an applicant from 
the Second Zone demonstrated that such use would 
serve public interest, convenience, and necessity. 
A copy of General Order 40 was forwarded to ap¬ 
pellant, as well as all other station licensees, imme¬ 
diately after its issuance and furnished adequate 
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notice that the frequency of 1,020 kilocVcles was 
allocated to the Second Zone and would not be avail¬ 
able to any Fourth Zone station for full-time oper¬ 
ation except in accordance with the ^[proviso” 
or ‘‘borrowing clause” of the Davis Amendment. 

Pursuant to General Order 40, the first Allocation 
of broadcasting stations by frequencies ^as made 
on September 8, 1928, and appellant’s stktion was 
assigned to the 1,000-kiloeycle frequency which 
had been set aside as a cleared channel for the 

Fourth Zone. Upon further considerAtion this 

1 

tentative allocation was revised and on October 12, 
1928, the 1,020-kilocycle frequency was designated 
for use of appellant. (R. 5104, p. 33.) Neither the 
September 8th nor the October 12th allocation be¬ 
came effective until November 11, 1928, and appel¬ 
lant continued to operate on the frequency of 570 
kilocycles, its original assignment, until that date 

I 

when it changed to operation on 1,020 kilocycles. 
At no time did appellant actually operate on the 
1,000-kilocycle frequency. | 

For purposes of this appeal it suffices that prior 
to the promulgation of General Order 40 Appellant 
used the frequency of 570 kilocycles while subse¬ 
quent thereto it used 1,020 kilocycles. There was 
no intermediate operation on any other frequency 
and appellant’s sole contentions in this proceeding 
are based upon its alleged rights with hespect to 
operation on that frequency. Just whajt sort of 
rights are impinged by the Commissioh’s action

is not definitely asserted but it is intimated that

they border on a property right. A contention of 
this nature may well be disregarded bv the court in 
view of the fact that it has already been decided 
adversely to appellant in many cases. {Technical 
Radio Laboratories v. Federal Radio Commission, 
36 F. (2d) 111; City of New YorkY, Federal Radio 
Commission, 36 F. (2d) 115.) 

3. General Order No. 40 is a valid regulation of general 
application and its procedural requirements must be 
complied with 

Appellant further assails the validity of General 
Order 40 as a regulation of the Commission con¬ 
tending that the Commission may only ‘‘provide for 
an allocation or assignment of frequencies * * * 
by the granting of licenses. ” (Brief, p. 22.) This, 
of course, negatives the power of the Commission to 
set up any framework for the regulation of broad¬ 
casting stations. Inasmuch as it would never be 
feasible to take such action solelv on the basis of 
applications received, it is absolutely essential for 
the best service to the public and for the develop¬ 
ment of broadcasting that this be done by a 
regulation of general scope or, as termed by the 
Commission, a “general order.” Such a practice 
is distinctly contemplated by Congress in Section 
4 (a) of the Radio Act. There is no basis for the 
suggestion that it constitutes an illegal delegation 
of power. So long as Congress in delegating legis¬ 
lative power to an administrative agency finds an 
adequate necessity for the delegation and prescribes 
a standard, it is not unconstitutional as a pure dele¬ 
gation of power. This has been the holding of the 
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decisions from Butt field v. Stranalian (1904), 192 
U. S. 470, to the decision of Chief Justicje Taft in 
Mahler v. Ely (1924), 264 U. S. 32. 

The vital problem before the Court in viewing 
Commission regulations is not whether there has 

i 

been a valid delegation of power but, more prop¬ 
erly, it is one involving the extent of tbje court’s 
control in restricting the action of the Commission 
within the limits of the powers delegated! to it. A 
proper solution of this problem then depends upon 
a determination by the Court of the extent of the 
power vested by the Radio Act in the Coihmission. 

The authority to issue regulations must be dis- 

i 

tinguished from the power to grant apj^lications 
for specific instruments of authorization. | A regu¬ 
lation, broadly speaking, is a ruling oi general 
application which is promulgated pursuant to 
statutory authority and comes within tlje quasi¬ 
legislative power of the Commission. The impor¬ 
tant difference between the two lies in thdir appli¬ 
cation. Regulations aflect an entire classification 
of stations, while action of the Commission on indi¬ 
vidual applications is quasi-judicial in c|haracter 
and denies or permits operation within ai classifi¬ 
cation already established by regulation. The 
Commission’s quasi-legislative determinations thus 
become subject to review by the Court incidental 
to the Court’s review of the Commission’s decisions 

i 

on particular applications. 

Under General Order 40, as heretofore i pointed 
out, the Commission has set aside frequencies for

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use in th<? various zones and applications for the use 
of these frequencies must confoim to the procedural 
provisions there outlined. The finality to be given 
such a legislative procedural provision has been 
recognized by the Supreme Court in many cases 
where the regulations of an executive department 
or administrative body have been attacked as being 
unauthorized by statute. In the case of Thaclier's 
Distilled Spirits, 103 U. S. 679, 26 L. ed. 535, this 
contention was dispelled in a single sentence when 
the court I'evievred the ruling only for the purpose 
of determining whether it was reasonable and 
within the bounds of the discretion granted. In the 
case of Boch Island, etc,, Bailroad Co, v. U, S,, 254 
U. S. 141, 65 L. ed. 188, where the Secretary of the 
Treasury,had established a procedure to be fol¬ 
lowed by applicants for a tax refund, it was held 
that the regulation was binding on the Court as 
well as the taxpayer, and his failure to perform or 
comply with the conditions set forth in the regula¬ 
tion was a basis for denying relief. In like manner, 
all licensees under the Kadio Act are necessarily 
bound by the Commission’s regulations, both in 
making application for a license and after the appli¬ 
cation has been granted. 

4. The Commission’s action of October 12, 1928, assigning 
appellant’s station to the 1,020-kilocycle frequency 
was not a modification of or amendment to General 
Order No. 40 

It would seem to be plain without further com¬ 
ment that a regulation such as General Order No. 
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40, which provides the foundation for all broadcast- 

I 

ing assignments, is suitably addressed to carrying 

I 

out the provisions of the Radio Act. It therefore 
has the full force and effect of the law itdelf. It 
becomes part of the fundamental radio law. 
{United States v. Grimaud, 220 U. S. 506, 55 L. ed. 

I 

563.) The situation is precisely the s^me as 
though the requirement of General Order' No. 40 
had been expressly and directly authorized in the 
Radio Act and amendments thereto. {United 
States V. Morehead, 243 U. S. 607, 61 L. ed. 926; 
United States v. Smnll^ 236 U. S. 402-8-12, 59 L. 
ed. 641.) I 

Every license issued to appellant has expressly 
stipulated that it was issued subject to thb Radio 
Act of 1927, as amended, the regulations of the 
Commission, and all subsequent acts, treaties, and 
regulations relating to radio communieatibn, and, 
further, that such license did not vest in ajppellant 
any right to operate the station or any right to the 
use of the frequency designated in the license be¬ 
yond the term thereof, or in any other manper than 
authorized therein. General Order No. I 40, to- 
gether with Section 5 of the Amendatory Act of 
1928, was thereby incorporated in each of appel¬ 
lant’s licenses and appellant was so advise'd by the 
very terms of its license. It is immaterial that the 

I 

provisions of General Order No. 40 were ndt spelled 
out precisely in each license. The mere Existence 
of the regulation and of the amendatory act is sufS- 
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cient. In fact, the court can take judicial notice 
of the regulations to which all licenses are subject, 
although they are neither pleaded nor offered in 
evidence. (Smith v. City of Shakopee, 103 Fed. 
240; Calia v. United States, 152 U. S. 211, 38 L. ed. 
415; Cosmos Exploration Co. v. Gray Eagle Oil Co., 
190 U. S. 301, 47 L. ed. 1064.) 

Appellant can not assert its lack of knowledge of 
the conditions to which its license was subject, in¬ 
asmuch as these are not only impliedly but ex¬ 
pressly contained in each license. This was so upon 
issuance of its first license as well as later ones about 
which complaint was first registered. If appellant 
had any basis for complaint with reference to its 
assignment on 1,020 kilocycles, it should have pro¬ 
tested at the time the assignment was made instead 
of waiting until a year later. Having accepted the 
benefits under its license, it can not now be heard to 
complain of the conditions attached, to which it has 
always been subject. Although the actual language 
complained of was not inserted until after the ex¬ 
piration of several license periods, the only condi¬ 
tions upon which appellant might operate were al¬ 
ready existing and its operation was dependent 
upon compliance with these conditions. The later 
insertion of specific language in the license amounted 
to no more than the inclusion of a detailed portion 
of the regulations and of the Radio Act of which 
appellant already had full knowledge. 

There remains the question whether General 
Order No. 40 has been amended or modified in 
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i

any way to permit appellant’s operation on the 
frequency of 1,020 kilocycles. Despite tl^e allega¬ 
tions contained in the several notices df appeal 
and in appellant’s brief, the frequency I of 1,020 
kilocycles was not on October 12, 1928, n(pr at any 
time subsequent thereto, allocated to the Fourth 
Zone as a clear channel. On the contraryJ this fre¬ 
quency was at that time, and still is, under General 
Order No. 40, assigned to the Second Zo'ne. The 
arrangement effectuated through the efforts of two 
Commissioners for their respective zones ijn no way 

I 

amended the General Order, but, as heretofore 
pointed out, was expressly permitted thereby in 
accordance with the provisions of tlie Davis 
Amendment. The Commission has nevdr inter¬ 
preted this action as being other than in jjonform- 
ity with General Order No. 40, rather thaiji a modi¬ 
fication thereof, and its entire course df action 
thereafter pursued is indicative of that yiew. 

i 

Appellant relies upon certain correspondence be- 

I 

tween one of the Commissioners and C. TjV'. Horn, 
representative of appellant, as a basis fori the con¬ 
tention that ‘Hhe Commission did byi formal 
action adopt a revised allocation * * f under 
which 1,020 kilocycles was assigned to a Fourth 

Zone station.” (Brief, p. 26.) Not only ^oes this 

! 

fail to disclose the interpretation imputed to it by 
appellant but, in view of the fact that it I only ex¬ 
presses the attitude of a single Commissioner from 
the Fourth Zone, it can be given no special signifi¬ 
cance. The only formal action taken by the Com-

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mission with respect to this arrangement was that 
giving its approval on October 12,1928. Whatever 
construction is thereafter placed upon this action 
by one Commissioner or by appellant’s superintend¬ 
ent of radio operations is certainly not binding 
upon tlie Commission as a whole. (Harlatigli v. 
Martin, oO Mich. 234, Meeker v. Van Renriselear, 
15 Wend. (N. Y.) 397.) The Commission acts only 
in meeting assembled and no member thereof may 
speak officially unless the action taken is shown to 
be approved in its minutes. {North Dakota v. 
Union Light Power Co., 47 N. D. 402; Penn. B. R. 
V. Montgomery County Rwy., 167 Pa. 62.) 

As a matter of fact, a fair and impartial reading 
of the Commissioner’s letter (R. 5150, p. 74, Brief, 
p. 26) will disclose that appellant has relied upon a 
rather strained interpretation to sustain its posi¬ 
tion that the 1,020-kilocyele frequency was not to be 
considered a borrowed one. Appellant later ad¬ 
mits ‘‘that General Order No. 40 is not in expressed 
terms amended” (Brief, p. 26) in spite of its previ¬ 
ous contention that such was the effect of the Com¬ 
mission’s action of October 12,1928. 

Finally it is said that no amendment to General 
Order No. 40 is necessary to permit the allocation 
of the l,02P-kilocycle frequency to the Fourth Zone 
and appellant’s assignment thereto. In order to do 
this the Commission would have to be oblivious to 
its own regulations which are as binding ux)on it 
as the provisions of the Act under which they are 
promulgated. . 
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A regulation can be amended only by fdrmal ac- 

I 

tion of the Commission. Action upon specific ap¬ 
plications do not amend or modify regulations but 
must be in conformity therewith. In the absence 
of any showing by appellant that the Conlimission, 
by its action of October 12,1928, formally amended 
General Order No. 40, there can be no doubt as to 
the e:ffect and validity of its action takenj October 

21,1929, in renewing appellant’s licenses. | 

! 

5. Appellant has not been prejudiced by the Conimission’s 
decisions of October 21, 1929, or January 3l'^ 1930 

i 

It is asserted as a basis for appeal that ho hear¬ 
ing was a:fforded appellant before the Commission 
rendered the decisions complained of. Inj view of 
the fact that no action was taken which required a 
hearing — appellant’s application havipg been 
granted under the same terms as previous licenses— 
it is diiiicult to see how appellant was in ^ny way 
prejudiced. Hearings are only necessary \yhen the 
Commission determines that the granting of an 
application would not serve public interest, con¬ 
venience, or necessitv. Certainlv Section 1\L of the 
Act does not contemplate a hearing in a matter of 
this nature, nor does any other section. No such 
deteimination has been made with respect to appel¬ 
lant and in fact the continued operation i of this 
station admittedly will serve public interebt, con¬ 
venience, and necessity. (R. 5104, p. 25.) i No ac¬ 
tion has been taken by the Commission which would 
deprive appellant of any privileges nor |ias the

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operation of appellant’s station in any way been 
curtailed. In other words, there is merely an 
apprehension upon appellant’s part, without any 
substantial basis therefor, that some unfavorable 
action will be taken. (Brief, p. 8.) 

It is further alleged, and most unfairly, that 
^^the Cpmmission has, since the taking of these 
appeals, actually entered an order granting 1,020 
kilocycles to another party.” Appellant fails to 
explain this with the true facts, namely, that the 
order made no changes so far as operating privi¬ 
leges are concerned other than assigning appellant 
to a different frequency. The Commission has al¬ 
ready found and stated that appellant is entitled to 
the use of a desirable frequency for its Chicago sta¬ 
tion, so long as it meets the test of public interest, 
convenience, and necessity (R. 5104, p. 25), and 
there has not been and is not now any attempt to 
prevent appellant from using such privileges. 
Appellanf thus has not been prejudiced by any ac¬ 
tion of the Commission and can gain nothing by 
these appeals. 

CONCLUSION 

In the last analysis appellant is attempting to 
have its right to operate on the 1,020-kilocycle fre¬ 
quency defined by this Court, although no justici¬ 
able controversy yet exists. This proceeding was 
begim solely on the theory that adverse action by 
the Commission was to be anticipated, not that it 
had already taken place. Hence the Court is called 
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upon to determine whether it has appejilate jur¬ 
isdiction in a matter of this nature. Tinder our 
interpretation of the law such apprehension of 
possible injury is not within the contemplation of 
Section 16 of the Radio Act. An application must 

i 

be denied before the statutory right pf appeal 
accrues and judicial construction may noi! perform 
the function of enlarging or amplifying this right. 
(Universal Service Wireless v. Federal Radio 
Commission, 41 Fed. (2nd) 113.) If sonjie funda¬ 
mental right has been infringed, for whicii no pro¬ 
tection is afforded by the provisions of the present 
Act, appellant may seek relief in other! forums. 
So far as the instant case is concerned there will 
be ample opportunity to raise the question when the 
Commission refuses to authorize further! renewal 
licenses. 

We ask, therefore, that the several appeals num¬ 
bered 5104, 5105, and 5150 be dismissed or, in the 
alternative, that the decisions of the Commission be 
affirmed. I

THE APPEALS IN NOS. 5104 AND 5105 WERE 
WITHIN TIME. MOREOVER, THE QUESTION IS 
ACADEMIC, SINCE THE APPEAL IN NO^ 5150 IN 
WHICH THE SAME AND OTHER QUESTIONS THEM¬ 
SELVES CONCLUSIVE IN EFFECT WAS CpNCEDED- 

LY TAKEN IN TIME. I 

i 

The same questions presented in 5104 an(^ 5105 are 
present in 5150, together with other questions darned, for 
reasons elsewhere stated, to be conclusive of th^ rights of 
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the appellant in these cases. Under these circumstances, 
whether the appeals in 5104 and 5105 were taken in time 
appears to be academic. But tlie appeals were taken in 
time. 


The Radio Act (Sec. 10) requires that the appeal be 

taken Avithin twentv davs “after the decision complained 

of is etfectiye'’. In General Electric Company v. Federal 

Radio Commission^ 31 Fed. (2d) 630, the Commission by a 

decision made October 12, 1928, renewed the license of the 

appellant's station expiring November 11, but, as in this 

case, subject to a qualilication or limitation not contained 

in the license thus renewed. Three appeals were taken, 

two on November 9, 1928 and the third on November 30, 

1928. The first two appeals were thus taken before the 

new license became etiective but more than twentv davs 

after the date of the decision, such twenty days exi)iriiig 

on November 1, 1928, while the third appeal, although 

taken more than twentv davs after the date of the deci- 

%> 

sion, was taken within twentv davs of the date on which 
the new license became elTective. In respect of the time 
within which these appeals were taken, this Court (p. 633) 
said “AVhile t;lie earlier appeals may have been premature, 
the last appeal conforms to the rules and is regular'^ and 
assumed jurisdiction. If the present contention of the 
Commission is right, none of the appeals were taken in 
time and all should have been dismissed. 


The Commission relies for its contention (Appellee's 
Brief, p. 5) on By-Froducis Coal Company v. Federal 
Radio Commission, No. 4984, J. P. Burton Coal Company 
V. Federal Commission, No. 4985 (inadvertently described 
in plaintitUs brief as Case No. 4988), and Wilmington 
Transportation Company v. Federal Radio Commission, 
No. 5118. In each of these cases the appeals were dismissed

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without opinion. Examination of the motioti papers dis¬ 
closes that each is clearly distinguishable, since in each 
the order of the Commission stated on its | face that it

should become el'fective on the date on whi^-li rendered. 
In each of the lirst two cases the order of the! Commission 
made on May 29 contained the following language: 

‘‘It is ordered that said application be and the 
same is hereby denied; this order to he^ effective on 
this date.'’ ( Italics ours.) j

In the Wihninyton case the order of the (^omiijiission made 

on November 11), 1929 contained the following language:

“It is ordered that said application! be, and the 
same is hereby, denied; this order to he effective on 
Xovetnber J9. 1920/' (Italics ours.) | 

In each of these cases, therefore, the decision!of the Com¬ 
mission stated on its face that it should become etfective 
on the day of its rendition. Xo siicli provision iis contained 
in the decisions appealed from in these cases, the only evi¬ 
dence of the decision of the Commission being that em- 

I 

bodied in the licenses themselves, to become effective Octo¬ 
ber 31,1929, from whicli appeals were taken asjconceded by 
the Commission (Brief, p. 5) on November Ij), or within 

twentv da vs of their effective date. These bases would 
* 1 

therefore appear to be governed by the ruling in General 
Electric Company v. Federal Radio Commission^ and not

bv the cases relied on bv the ("ominission, wheiiein the deci-

sion was in express terms made effective on;the date of 
its rendition. 

That unless otherwise expressed in the de^sion itself, 

its effective date is that on which the actio^ taken be-

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comes effective, and not the date of rendition, is clear 
from the language of the statute and from the circum¬ 
stances under which it was intended to operate. The lan¬ 
guage of the statute is that an appeal may be taken by 
filing with this Court ‘‘witliiii twentv da vs after the deci- 
sion complained of is effective, notice in writing of said 
appeal and of the reasons therefor’’. Cnder the Commis¬ 
sion's interpretation, the meaning of tlie statute is pre¬ 
cisely the same as though it had read “within twenty days 
after the decision complained ol", an interpretation which 
gives no effect whatsoever to the two words “is effective”, 
which follow. If Congress had so intended, it clearly 
would have omitted these superfiuous words. Tlieir inclu¬ 
sion is conclusive of a purpose to distinguish between the 
date of the decision and tlie date on which it is to become 
effective, in this case tlie date on wliich the modification 


complained of comes into oiieration. 

This conclusion is strengthened bv a consideration of 
the phraseology of Section 5, providing for appeals to the 
Radio Commission itself from a decision of the Secretary 
of Commerce, whch are required to be taken “within thirty 
days after such a decision". There are tlius present in the 
statute two provisions for ajipeals. one from the Secretary 
of Commerce,to the (’ommission, in which the time begins 
to run fi-om flic date of flic decision itself, and the other 
providing for appeals from the Commission to (liis Court, 
in which the time begins to run from the date on which 
the decision com plained of is effedire. If (’ongress had 
intended that the time within which appeals to this Court 
should run should date from the date of the decision itself, 
as in the case of appeals from the Secretary of Commerce 
to the Commission, it obviouslv would have used the same 
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language in Section 16, which it had previqhsly employed 

t 

in Section 5. The dilTerence in phraseology constitutes 
internal evidence of a difference in legislative intent. 

In considering the intent of Congress, j consideration 

should also be given fo tlie circumstances iiiider which the 

® 1 
provision in question a[)plies. Except in respect of revo¬ 
cation of licenses made under the condition^ provided for 
in Section 14, the Act does not require thh Commission 
to give notice of its decision to the party affected. Neither 
does it anywhere require the Commission to make its deci¬ 
sions public. The Commission's jurisdiction is nation-wide. 
It contains no pi-ovision similar to that of Section 6 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act as amended June! 18, 1910 (36 
Stat. 539 j for the appointment of an agent resident in 
Washington, upon vdiom orders or decision^ of the Com¬ 
mission must be served. Applicants are not required to 
be represented by at torneys, or if represented'by attorneys, 

I 

such attorneys are not required to be residents of Wash¬ 
ington. In many cases, as in this, the decision is rendered 

i 

without the appearance of anyone before the Commission 
and on papers transmitted to the Commission by mail. 
It is unthinkable that Congress intended that applicants 
before the Commission should be required to employ 
agents at Washington whose duty it would be, after the 
subject matter of their applications had been isubmitted to

the Commission, perhaps by correspondence ionly, to call 
daily at the ollices of the Commission to inqiiire whether 
a decision had been rendei-ed thereon, in ordfer to protect 
their right of appeal if aggrieved thereby. |[n this case, 
although the decision was dated October 21,j from which 
date the Commission says the time of appeal began to run, 
it was not transmitted to the appellant untili October 28,

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and not received by the appellant until October 30. Nearly 
one-half of the twenty days allowed for appeal had then 
expired, while seven of tlie twenty days had expired before 
the decision was transmitted to the appellant. If the ap¬ 
pellant had resided on the Pacilic Coast instead of in Pitts¬ 
burgh, it may be fairly assumed that with the utmost 
dispatch notice of tlie decision would not have been re¬ 
ceived until four davs later, or on November 3. Under 
such circumstances, under the Commission's interpreta¬ 
tion, an aggrieved applicant on the Pacific Coast would 
have had exactly seven days, or until November 10, to pre¬ 
pare notice of appeal with its accompanying preliminary 
statement and enumerated reasons, to have mailed or 
brouglit the .same to Washington in person (which would 
consume at the greatest expedition not less than four of 
the seven remaining days), and to have arranged for the 
emxdoyment of some attorney, presumably a resident of 
AVashington, who had been admitted to practice in this 
Court and was thei-efore qualified to present its notice of 
appeal. Congress cleai-ly never intended that the time 
for appeal should be thus cut down by providing that it 
should begin to run on the day on which it was rendered, 
although the action taken thereon should not become ef¬ 
fective until some time later, and if so, would clearly, as 
in Section Id.^have provided for prompt notice of such 
decision. 


THE APPELLANT HAS BEEN PREJUDICED BY 
THE DECISIONS OF THE COMMISSION, AND THE 
ISSUES PRESENTED ARE JUSTIFIABLE. 

The argument that appellant has not b^n prejudiced 
because it has not yet been denied the rigiii to operate on 

some suitable frequency is without merit, ks pointed out 

! 

in our opening brief (pp. 11 to 14) ; the apjpellant, as the 
oldest station in the Fourth Zone, is entitled to a continu- 

i 

ance of its broadcasting privilege under th^ definition ac- 

i 

corded to public convenience and necessity! by this Court 
in Chicago Federation of Labor v. Federal Uadio Commis¬ 
sion, 41 F. (2d) 422, in the absence of a clear showing to 
the contrary. iSee also The Courier Journal Company V.

Federal Radio Commission^ decided Januar;;|" 6, in which it 
was held that appellants were entitled to operate on their 

I 

then frequency ‘Mintil such time as it may be determined, 
as a result of a hearing upon due notice u|pon the issues 
clearly defined that such continued operation is not in 
the interest of public convenience or necessity^^ As like¬ 
wise pointed out (opening brief pp. 14-lS)|the appellant 
under the construction permit granted to it prior to the 
insertion in its then existing licenses of the Icondition now 
complained of, was entitled under Section 211 of the Radio 
Act to an unconditional and unrestricted license for the 

I 

operation of k.c. 1020 as applied for except for some cause 
or circumstance ^^arising or first coming ito the knowl¬ 
edge of the licensing authority since the granting of the 
permit’’. i 

Instead, the appellant has been granted g license stated 
on its face to be issued upon the condition that it ‘^will 
not be renewed provided application therefOr is made for

the use thereof by a proper applicant or applicants within 
said Second, Zone above referred to”. On its face the 
effect of the condition is to require the appellant to dis¬ 
continue the use of fre<iuency 1020 k.c. upon the appear¬ 
ance of a suitable applicant therefor in the Second Zone. 
And such is the interpretation placed upon the condition 
bv the Commission as evidenced bv its brief. That is to 

«/ V 

say, the appellant's rigiit to t'ne continued use of this 
frequency is subordinate to the rights of any proper Sec¬ 
ond Zone applicant, irrespe<-tive of whether public inter¬ 
est, convenience or necessity require the rurther operation 
of appellant's station. 

If this interpretation of the condition be correct, then 
clearly the rights of the appellant have been prejudiced, 
and its appeal is not based, as suggested by the Commis¬ 
sion upon mere apprehensions. At the time of tak¬ 
ing this appeal there were four Second Zone appli¬ 
cants for the use of this frequency. If the effect of 
the condition is as e.vpres.sed and as construed by the Coni- 
missionersj then if one of these applicants should be found 
to be a proper applicant, the Commission would be re¬ 
quired to refuse to renew ai)peilant’s license and grant the 
application of such Second Zone api)licant. This, in turn, 
would deprive appellant of the right to oj)erate its station 
unless, simultaneously therewith, the Commission should 
deprive some other Fourth Zone station of its frequency. 
Nor do we understand it to be the position of the Com¬ 
mission that it would be recjiiired so to do, and seemingly 
the only way that the appellant could get back on the air 
would be by picking out some other Fourth Zone station 
after it had been deprived of its pi*e.sent frequency, join 
issue with such station on the issue of public convenience 
and necessity (Chicago Federation of Labor v. Radio 
Commission^ svpra^) and perhaps assume the burden 
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of proof in such proceeding, although I but for the 
situation thus created appellant could noti be required 

I 

to assume the burden of proving its right tq continue the 
operation of its station (cases supra ). The resulting shift¬ 
ing of the burden alone is a prejudicial inteirference with 
the appellant’s rights entitling it to relief,! ISaltzman v. 
Stromherg-Carlsoii Telephone Manufacturing Company, 
decided January 6, 1931. Where, as under the Radio Act, 

f 

a person’s rights are dependent upon the granting of a 
license by governmental authority, a substan|:ial change in 
tlie burden of proof in respect of an applicjftion therefor 
necessarilv affects its substantive rights andiis not merely 
procedural. I 

Quite aside from this, the substantive rights of the ap¬ 
pellant are obviously affected. A decree ofi ("ourt which 
should find that a party in possession of realj estate claim¬ 
ing the absolute right of possession held i the same in 
subordination to the rights of some other pei^son would be 
clearly prejudicial to the rights of such party even though 
its imme<liate effect was not to oust him fromithe premises. 
So, here, the effect of the condition as interpreted by the 
('ommission is to transfer I he status of the appellant from 
a general oi* unconditional licen.see to tha|: of a condi¬ 
tional licensee holding in subordination to |the rights of 
a designated class of persons, to wit, proper I applicants in 

I 

the Second Zone, and clearly jeopardizes tjhe continued 
operation of its station. T'nder these circumstances the 

I 

statement in the (Commission’s brief that ^^thfe Commission 
has already found and stated that appellant! is entitled to 
the use of a desirable frequency for its Chicago station 
so long as it meets the test of public interest, convenience 
and necessity”, while comforting to the appellant is with¬ 
out legal significance as to the effect of the| action taken 
upon the appellant’s rights. i 
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III. 

THE CONDITION COMPLAINED OF WAS NOT 
AN IMPLIED CONDITION OF THE APPELLANT'S 
PREVIOUS LICENSES. 


In its statement of facts and grounds for its decision 
filed pursuant to Section IG of the Kadio Act, the Com¬ 
mission states that the condition inserted was ^‘inad¬ 
vertently and mistakenly omitted from i)rior licenses of 
appellant, but that appellant had notice of said condition” 
(5104, p. 34; 5150, p. 82). These contentions have ap¬ 
parently been abandoned, doubtless due to the fact that 
aiDpellaiit, so far from having knowledge of any such 
inadvertent admission, was led to believe l)y the Commis¬ 
sioner for the Foui-th Zone that the licenses were restricted 


and unconditional (see Kespondeiit's opening brief, pp. 
23-25). Instead, the Commis.sion's argument now is in 
substance tliat tlie condition complained of was an implied 


condition of appellant's previous licenses. In view of the 


statutory recpiirement that the Commission shall file 


with this Court a statement of its decision and t>Toun<is 


therefor, it niav be doubted whetlier the Commission mav 
now, for the first time, make this contention. Assuming, 
however, that it may, or that the contention now made 
may be propei-ly con.^i<iered as a matter of law upon the 
undisputed facts as disclosed by the whole record, the 
contention made is believed to be without substantial 


support for the reasons assigned in the opening brief 
(pp. 18-23). 

The Commission may exerci.se only tho.se powers ex¬ 
pressly conferred, and then only in the manner pre.scribed. 
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In the exercise of some of its powers it may without doubt 
act by General Orders which, as argued by ithe Commis¬ 
sion, may have the force and effect of the statute. The 
Commissioirs argument in this case, howeverj, rests solely 
upon the provisions of the Davis Amendment, which 

j 

amendment, in turn, expressly provides in ^yhat manner 
its provisions shall be carried out: i 

4.* * * licensing authority shall carry into 
effect the equality of broadcasting service herein¬ 
before directed^ whenever necessary o^ proper, by 
granting or refusing licenses or renewal^ of licenses, 
by changing periods of time for operation, and by 
increasing or decreasing station power, i when appli¬ 
cations are made for licenses or renewals of licenses: 
Provided, That if and when there is a liick of appli¬ 
cations from any zone foi- the proportionate share 
of licenses, wave lengths, time of operation, or 
station power to which such zone is entitled, the 
lieensing aiithoi'itv mav issue licenses for the bal- 
ance of the proportion not applied foi* from any 
zone, to applicants from other zones for a temporary 
period of ninety days each, and shall specifically 
designate that said apportionment is only for said 
temporary period. * * (U. S. Code, Title 87, 

See. 89, Section .5, 4.5 Stat. 373.) I

The requirement tliat the licensing auth^ority shall 
carry the provisions of this amendment into effect by 

i 

granting or refusing licenses, excludes the rigl^t to act by 

1 

General Order in such manner as to cut dowii the rights 
of licensees, ^loreover, the proviso itself upoii which the 
Commission chiefly relies in requiring that a lidense issued 
thereunder shall so indicate on its face is equally exclusive 

of an}^ authority upon the part of the Commission to issue 

1 

in lieu thereof licenses in which such condition shall be 
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implied. Xor, an pointed out in our opening brief, is the 
Commission correct in assuming that the Davis Amend¬ 
ment requires mathematical equality but only an equal 
allocation ^*as nearly as possible'^, wliich means, of course, 
taking into consideration the general standards and re¬ 
quirements of public interest, convenience and necessity, 
as well as the Davis Amendment itself. The argument 
that the Commission was without authoritv bv reason of 

V V 

General Order Xo. 40 to issue to the appellant anything 
other than a conditional license therefore fails, while if 
it intended so to do it was its duty, under the e.xpress 
provisions of the statute, to incorporate the condition in 
the license itself. In other words, the statute by requiring 
that the licensing authority shall carry out the provisions 
of the Davis Amendment by the granting and refusal of 
licenses, and that temporary licenses under the i^roviso 
shall be so expressed on their face, makes the license itself 
conclusive of its quality and effect and authorizes the 
licensee to rely thereon. 

The Commissioirs arguments in answer to our con¬ 
tention that the effect of the action taken in October, 1928, 
was to amend General Order No. 40, rest entirely upon 
a consideration of a single portion of the minutes of that 
date to the exclusion of all others, and disregards entirely 
the action of the Commission in approving the revised 
allocations of September 8, 1928 with respect to which 
the Commis.sion made the following specific findings and 
took the following action (Xo. 5150, pp. 98-99) : 

^*1. With respect to each broadcasting station 
listed therein, the assignment of which is the same 
as is set forth in the allocation adopted on Sep¬ 
tember 8th, the Commission reaffirms its finding 



that such assignments will serve public interest, 
convenience or necessity and are necessary to pre¬ 
vent interference between broadcasting stations.

‘‘2. With respect to each broadcasting station 
listed therein, the assignment of which is other than 
was listed in the allocation adopted on September 
8th, the Commission finds that tlie new assignments 
will promote public convenience and interest and 
will serve public necessity, and are neiessary to 
prevent interference between broadcasting stations.

‘‘3. A\'ith respect to each new broadc4sting sta¬ 
tion listed therein, the Commission findif that the 
granting of pending applications for licenses of such 
stations will sei've public interest, convdnience or 
necessitv. ! 

" i 

‘*4. With respect to each station listed therein 
on the premise that a pending a})plication for con¬ 
struction permit will be granted, the Cdmmission 
finds that the granting of such applici^tions for 
construction permits will serve public interest, con¬ 
venience, and necessity to the e.vtent of tllie assign¬ 
ments indicated in the revised allocation.! 


*‘5. With respect to all as.signmentfe of fre- 
(piencies, authorized power, hours of bperation 
specified in .said revised allocation and witjh respect 
to all <-hanges I hereof imposed by said revised allo¬ 
cation, said a.ssignments and said changes are nece.s- 
sary to cai-ry out and to comply with the provisions 
of the Kadio Act of 1927 and the provisions of 
{Section 5 of the Act of Congress approved March 
28, 1928, and with the provisions of General Order 
Xo. 40 of the Commission.

‘‘On motion by Commissioner Sykes, which 
motion was duly carried, the Commission iset aside 
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and rescinded so much of the allocation of Sep¬ 
tember 8th as is inconsistent with said revised 
allocation.” 


The revised allocation of September S, 1928 preserved 
a portion of the allocations and assignments previously 
made by General Order No. 40 and made certain changes 
therein. The effect of these lindings, therefore, was to find 
that each of the assignments made served the public 
interest, I convenience and necessity, that the reallocation 
as a whole and llie changes made therein from the previous 
allocation were ‘‘necessary to carry out and to comply 
with the provisions of the Radio Act of 1927 and the 
provisions of Section 5" (the Davis Amendment) and that 
so much thereof as conformed to that previously made by 
General Order No. 40 was necessai-v to carrv out the 
provisions of that Order. If the minutes had stopped 
there we doubt if anyone would contend that the effect 
was otherwise, or that General Order No. 40 was not 
pro tanto amended by this action. 

Disregarding this i)ortion of the minutes, the Com¬ 
mission relies wholly on the following subsequent portion 
thereof: 

“Commissioners Robinson and Pickard pre¬ 
sented to the Commis.sion an ai*rangement between 
them affecting the Second and Fourth Zones 
whereby, undei* said revised allocation, the Second 
Zone received a favorable assignment on 920 kilo¬ 
cycles for a Detroit station, an<l the Fourth Zone

borrowed the use of one-half time on a cleared 
channel for use by a Fourth Zone station. The 
latter portion of the arrangement was accomplished 
by I the Fourth Zone being given the use of full time 
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I 

on 1020 kilocycles and the Second Zone being given 
the use of half time on 1160 kilocycles. 3y motion 
duly made and carried the Commission lapproved 
this arrangement” (pp. 99*100). 

It will be observed that, as distinguished Ifrom the 
proviso of the Davis Amendment, which provides for the 
temporary use of designated and identified wave lengths 
under tlie conditions of the proviso, the so-called borrow¬ 
ing referred to in this paragraph is the use of one-half 
time on a cleared channel, the same being tl^e mathe¬ 
matical result of granting to the Fourtli Zone the use of

full time on 1020 k.c. and granting to the Second Zone 

the use of half time on 1160 k.c. That is to Lsav, this

minute provided for the borrowing by one zone aS a whole

of one-half time on a cleared channel from another zone 
as a whole. It did not in any way qualify the| previous 
authorized assignment to the appellant of the inpe of full 
time on a cleared channel. That this is a fair iiiterpreta- 
tion of the action of the Commission is evidenced by 
Commissioner Pickard's own interpretation of the effect of 
the exchanges made (5150, pp. 72-74). At best, jfrom the 
standpoint of the Commission, the minute when read in 
connection with the previous minutes is ambiguous, and

the Commission, in the face of the specific requirement of 
the Davis Amendment that temporary licenses onjso-called 

borrowed wave lengths should be so specified in tlie license 

1 

itself, by issuing an unconditional license interpreted its 
own order in line with the foregoing and is bouncj thereby.

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IV. 

THE CONDITION COMPLAINED OF, IF AN IM¬ 
PLIED CONDITION OF APPELLANTS PREVIOUS 
LICENSES, WAS VOID AND THE APPELLANT BY 
ACCEPTING SUCH LICENSES WAS NOT PRECLUDED 
FROM APPEALING FROM A SUBSEQUENT DECISION 
OF THE COMMISSION EXPRESSLY EMBODYING 
SUCH CONDITION. 

Prior to the license effective November 11, 1928 and 
to the insertion of the condition complained of in the 
licenses under review, the a[)pellant was operating under 
an unconditional and unrestricted license. This being so, 
its license could not have been ex])ressly qualified or lim¬ 
ited in November, 1928 or on any other renewal date 
without notice and hearing, GencniJ fJIectric Company 
v. Radio CotnniiisHion, .supra, Radio Act ^ 11. The require- 
li'.ent of notice and liearing is manifestIv jurisdictional and 
an express condition of the character under review would 
have necessarilv, without notice and hearing have been 
A'oid. Clearlv th(‘ Commission mav not do indirectly that

which it may not <lo directly, and if the condition now 
complained of coiistitnted an implied condition of the 
earlier licenses, it was ctjually void. 

Nor did the ap])ellanl by the acceptance of such a 
license become estopped from thereafter appealing from 
a decision of the Commission in which such condition was 
expressed.; United ^tate.s v. Chirayo, Milicauhee <C- 
Paul Railway Company, cited by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, January 5, 19J1. Profit Truckiny Com- 
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pany v. Railroad Commufsion, 271 U. S. 58^; Hanover 
Insurance Company v. Harding, 2T2. U. S. 404, 507*508; 
Western Union Telegraph Co. v. Kansas, 216 U. S. 1, 
47-48; Western Union Telegraph Co. v. Foster, 247 T, S'. 
105, 114.

Ill United t^tates v. Chicago, Miltvaukee ISf. Faul 
Railway Company, supra, the Interstate Comiiieree Coni- 
iiiission authorized tlie issnance ot' securities the Kail- 
way Company necessary to affect its reorganijzation bn I 
upon the express condition that a certain t'lind in the 
possession of the l\eorganization -Managers ahd created 
for the payment of reorganization expenses should be im¬ 
pounded by the Kaihvay Company to be paid outlonly when 

and in such amounts as authorized bv tlie Commission.

Under the Interstate Commerce Act it is unlaivful for a 
carrier to issue securities without the approval of the 
Commission. The carrier in this case, actingj upon the 
order, issued its securities and tlien brought Suit to set 
the condition imposed aside as void and bej’ond |the power 
of the Commission to make. The Court, finding the con¬ 
dition to be bevond the Commission to make, 'held that 
the carrier was not precluded from attacking I the same 
by having accepted that part of the order which [was valid 
and for its benefit. The ground upon which the condition 
sought to be imposed in an oi*der by an administrative 
tribunal is void, is of course immaterial. If the Condition 
complained of was an implied condition of the appellant’s 
previous license, it was void because imposed upon appel¬ 
lant without hearing and under the authority of the above 
case the appellant’s acceptance of the licenses and opera-

i 
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tion thereunder does not preclude it from now raising its 
invalidity.
